; BUFFALO, Sept. 11.—It seems altogether 

(fitting that the shout with which David B. Hill 

as to bé renominated is to be raised im Buffalo, a 

jeity in which it is admitted that the dom- 

Hnating influence is that of the liquor 

{dealers to whom the Governer has become 

‘the champien—the defender of what is glibly 

called “personal liberty.” The liquor interest 

iene influence are here so supreme that both the 

‘Republican and Democratic Parties standin awe 

‘of it. So strong is it that the saloen fears 
no attack from the leading Republican papers, 

‘and one paper of merely local fame appears in 

ithe liquor interest in the names of Harrison and 

; Hill, offering free whisky with one hand 

; and opposition to high license with the 

‘ other. At midnight it is perfectly 

fevident that Hill will be renominated; that 

| Jones, “who pays the freight,” will be renom- 

‘inated for Lieutenant-Governor, and that 

‘Judge Gray will be nominated for Judge 

kof the Ceurt of Appeals, and that all 

; these nominations will be made by acelamation. 

*Hill will be renominated by default of epposi- 

‘tion, not that his renomination is universally 

‘regarded as the best thing that can be done, or 

that it is the best assurance of party success to 
nominate Hill. While no voice will be raised 

‘against Hill, there are many delegates who 

“would be glad if some unexpected good fortune 

‘could remove him out of the eontest of 1588. 

‘Nothing short of a political miracle can do that 
now, and no one looks for miracles in this con- 
vention. 

The convention is not a body of notable men. 
Not for many years has the Democratic Party 
been represented by men of such small 
personal repute as those who will con- 
stitute the convention that will to-morrow 
shout David B. Hill into nomination. Where 
the primaries have been controlled by bar- 
keepers and the men who supply the burs, it 
would be remarkable if the conven- 
tion were made up of material much 
above tha grade of the men who ran 
‘the primaries, The talk of the delegates is all 
‘for Hill and ‘“‘ personal liberty.” Everybody 
knows what “personal liberty” means to these 
men. It does not, at all events, mean less 
whisky er less limited opportunities of 
buying or using it. If the boisterous 
and hilarious deportment of the apostles of 
*“*personal liberty’ in Buffalo can be accepted 
as the pattern ef what the Hill men mean by 
_persenal liberty, it is not a standard of deco- 
rum that can be suggested as commending it- 

self to the order-loving people of the State. 

The trouble is that Hill is taking advantage of 
an awkward political situation, and the best 
menin the convention know it just as well 
as dese Hill himself. The class of men to 
whom Hill has endeared himself, and on whom 
he in turn relies, care nothing for his reputation 
as a political trickster. They are Democrats in 
name, but they care more for their privileges 
than for principles. In asserting their privileges 
they insist that the nomination of Hill shall 
be the price of their loyalty to Cleveland. This 
has long been Known as their ultimatum. If it 
were not accepted, the national ticket would 
be threatened with a loss of the support 
of the Hiil men. If it is suggested that 
an assertion by the Democrats, at their 
primary meetings, of independense of their 
control might have secured relea.s from Hill 
as a candidate, it will be because that sugz- 
gestion would come from persops who 
forget that the control of the  pri- 
mary meetings for the purposes of 
renominating Hill has been secured by several 
years of patient and unscrupulous cultivation 
of the interests in whose name Hillis te be made 
@ cancidate. 

Tne convention promises to be tame and 
uninteresting. It will adopt a platform that 
will cordially approve the President's 
course, applaud his message on the fish- 
eries treaty and his letter of aecept- 
ance, and pledge to his support tbe 
untted Democracy of the State. It will not con- 
tain a protection plank. The -suggestion that 
it should, coming from a leading Democratic 
protection paperin New-York, hag been laughed 
to scorn by the delegates, as it deserved to be. 

Tammany was the first te arrive. A dozen or 
more ears, all full, emptied the 300 braves and 
their invited guests at the New-York Central 
station at 8 o'clock this morning. What with 
their entertainment at Troy and the long night’s 
ride they were well tired out. Adelegation rep- 
resenting the Cleveland Democracy and the 
Buffalo Democratic Club was drawn up 
in the street ready to escort them to 
their headquarters, three-quarters of a mile up 
town, but the braves didn’t want to do any 
trudging, They swooped down upon the hack 
and’bus drivers aud in a twinkling every 
wheeled vehicie in sight was filled. ‘* Don’t 
you see, man, they’s too much fatigued to 
walk,” exclaimed big Commissioner Brennan to 
the chief of the Buffalonians. So they were, 
and away they went withagallop. Chairman 
Murpby of the State Committee came with them 
as the guest of Commissioner Croker, Sheriff 
Grant, and Themas F. Gilroy. The Tammany 
Lodge was in a tasty little affair—a narrow 
strip of red ribbon with “‘ Tammany Hall” in a 

| gilt serell its only ornament. Even the fringe 

of bullien so dear to the Democratic eye was 
wanting. The only shocking feature of the 
erowd was the narrow-brimmed beaver hat 
bought by) Senator Ives in England and worn in 
defiance OI every dictate of fashion. It was 
the talk of the town, and the Senator 
was advised to place it on exhibition 
at the International Fair. The Tammany 
men will parade to-morrow moerring 
when it is time to cote the convention hall, 
The hotel where they stopped was the only one 
in town that did not bear some external evi- 
dence of greeting to visitors. The Tifft House, 
on the other hand, was decorated from sidewalk 
to roof, a little eircumwwstance that did not escape 
the notice of the New-Yorkers. The arrange- 
ments for the comfort of Tammany were 
so poor that some of them telegraphed to 
Niagara Falls asking for rooms for 
the night. Six cots in @ room is 
their allotmert here and naturally they kick. 
Sheriff Grant, who feared that he would again 
have to occupy a cot if the convention was held 
in Baffalie, has had his worst fears realized. He 
will be satisfied, after lcoking the ground over, 
if he does not have to share his cot with some 
other unfertunate, 

The “Hol Purroy” has come to Buffalo, too. 
Commissioner Purroy, Andy White, Hugh Ferri- 
gan, and Jacob Seabold are its more conspieu- 
ous leaders. Its delegation excites the wonder 
and tne mirth of the natives. The members 
eack wear a badge 12 inches long, of a fright- 
fully vivid green, with letters large enough for 
use On a street car. No member is well equipped 
who does not havea‘ long nine” prejecting 
from the southeast corner of his mouth. Purroy 
must have secured the offscourings of the 
Courty Democracy, and that organization can- 
not but be benefited by its losses. Every Pur- 

- rey man is a Hilishouter. There are about 50 
of them. 

The Brooklyn delegates are not expected be- 
fore to-morrow. Some of the Brooklyn Demo- 
crats who are instrumental in corraling dele- 
gates and aid in keeping the machine in or- 
der are here. Among them are John Delmar, 

. William A. Fury, Harry Adams, Alderman Jobn 
McCarty, Corpertion Counsel Jenks, Anthony 
Barrett, and District Attorney Ridgway. They 
all seem to believe that ‘the old man,” as Hugh 
McLaughiin is described, will be here, and that 
James Shevlin will eome with him. Just why he 
wil) come or when, none of them Kuow. Prob- 
ably McLaughlin does. He must realize by this 
tioe that Brooklyn delegates were ever like 
orphans, who needed a strong-headed guardian 
when away from home. 

‘ @The country Democrats kept coming in dur- 
ing the moraing. D. Cady Herrick, Col Will- 
iam Johnson, Deputy Superintendent of Pablic 
Works John W. Ashe, and United States Mar- 
shal Walter H. Bunn were together. Ce). Wull- 
iam G. Rice, the private secretary of Gov. 
Hill, came along as the personal representative 
of the Governor, the latter, no doubt, having 
in view the necessitygof leavening his lump 
of shouters with some respectability. Insur- 
anee Superintendent Maxwell eame into the 
hotel on a bound, lookizg for the reom tnat was 
promised bim three weeks ago, and was finally 
taken in by Mr. Herrick, Handsome Georve Raines 
came over from Rochester in response t> the ex- 
pressed desire of the Governor that ue should 
be temporary Chairman of the convention.

Raines is described by his neighbors as being

The greater part of the morning was. devoted 
a. Gen. Peter C. Doyle, W. H. Bissell, Jehn M. 

ley, and Solomon Scheu im inviting the visit- 
ors to make themselves as comfortable as possi- 
bie under the crowded ciroumstanees. Buffalo 
hospitality is famous, and after Gen. Deyle had 
been asked for the two hundredth time where 
this man and that were to sleep, he replied: 
“Anywhere, everywhere; but this is such a 
beautiful city you won’t want much sleep. You 
Can't see everything here in 24 hours,’”’ In ad- 
dition to the International Fair and the Niagara 
Falis the city has another attraction te-day in a 
Prohibition rally. 

The callow youth of Chemung came into the 
town In glorious sty/e in the evening. It was 
like an irruption of the Goths, They were 
mostly “young fellers,” ranging from 20 to 28 
years of age—the irresponsible of society who 
infest the street corners of Elmira o’ nights, 
peek primaries in their season. and stuff ballot 

oxes if the demand tor this kind of work is 

ressing. ‘‘Toughs!’’ was the unanimous ver- 

ict, as they swung themselves up the street 
from the station with a gait so peculiar to 
the Bowery boy of old. Wiliam L. uller, the 
Governor's Dartner, was at their head. These 
enthusiastic young townsmen of our Governor 
were divided inte the Excelsior and the D, B. 
Hill Ginbs. The uniform of the former was a 
high black hat anda linen duster. One of the 
by-laws of the club prescribes the use of a 
duster that is three full sizes larger than the 
wearer, and it was gt “ee adhered to en 
this occasion. The D. B. ill-boys were 
led by that other friend, constant eompanion, 
and even bedfellow of the Gevernor, Mr. Mark 
Eustace. Their uniform was a high hat and 
gray esoat with brass buttens. There were 
about 150 uniformed yoaths and 50 camp fol- 
lowers in this barbaric train. They came up on 
&® special train, and’ brought a band, 
whese members were roped im a  uni- 
form of neavenly blue. They ‘bound a 
rooster to the dome of their locomotive 
and hung one picture of the Governor under the 
headlightjand two moreon the sides ef the 
tender, imira has representative Democrats, 
but they were notin the column. The VCapitol 
Guards, a body recruited from the employes of 
the State Capitol, and headed by Deputy Super- 
intendent Hitchcock, joined forces with the 
Elmirans as soon as the latter arrived. 

The event of the day was the arrival of the 
County Democracy, 300 strong. Their appear- 
ance was signaled by the firing of guns. They 
formed in line at the station and, eseorted by 
the two Democratic clubs, marched up Main- 
street to their headquarters. The} column 
was lighted with torches, and red fire was 
burned and rockets set off along the route. 
The Pilsener Club of Troy, ef whieh ex-Mayor 
Murphy is the patron, participated in the 
demonstration. It was neted that the twe 
Elmira clubs did not fall into line with full 
ranks and hurry off to meet the County Democ- 
racy. Mauriee J. Power did netcome. He is 
sick im New-York, suffering, it is said, with an 
attack of brain fever. The ether moguls ef the 
organization, big and little, were with a few 
exceptions, ia the line. The Buffalo Democratie 
Club presented something new in the line of 
campaign novelties by parading under umbrel- 
las of the bandana color. 

Almost every man in the State who is unaer 
Obligations to the Governor, either real or 
imaginary, is in attendance upon the conven- 
tion. The personnel of the convention as a 
whole is not of the distinctly representative 
type. Itisa Hill convention, and everybody 
who is familiar with the Governor’s style of 
politics will know what that means. Hugh Me- 
Laughlin and Lieut. Shevlin of Brooklyn 
were among the evening’s arrivals. Col. 
Fellows, ex-Senator T. ©, Ecclesine, and 
ex-Aqueduct Commissioner Ridgway came to- 
gether from New-York. Attorney-General 
Tabor, Controller Wemple, andalotof employes 
in the State departments were in the throng of 
visitors. Labor Commissioner Peck, Factory 
Inspector Connelly, and Arbitration Commis- 
sioner Donovan were in the lot. Nelsen J. 
Waterbury hobbled around the hotel and 
ventilated his views about the authors of the 
protest against Hill which was adopted at 
ameeting in New-York the other night. They 
were “outsiders,” in his opinion, albeit the 
most of them are Democrats. He would throw 
them out of the window of the convention hall 
if they dared to put in an appearance. As for 
their protesi, it ought to be tabled and not even 
dignified by reference to any committee. Mr. 
Waterbury is one of the ‘has beens” among 
platform builders of the party. He would sim- 
ply reiterate the plank of last Fall relating te 
the liquor traftic, whieh reads as fellows: 

“We favor a revised excise law, applicable with- 
out unjust discrimination throughout the State. 
We oppose all sumptuary laws needlessly interfer- 
ing with the personal liberties and reasonabie hab- 
its and customs ef any portion of our citizens. We 
believe that excise revenues, like other proper local 
revenues, should be applied to lessen local burdens 
and to the reduction of local taxation.” 

“Ofcourse,” saidgthis withered sage, ‘Gov. 
Hili will lose a great many votes on this liquor 
question, but then he will make them all up 
from the Germans.” This seems to be the 
reasoning of all the Governor’s friends. Ac- 
cording to their caleulatiens, the German isa 
block of wood te be transferred from the Repub- 


lican column to Mr. Hill’s by the liquor dealers. 


and brewers. Orlando B. Potter is also here to 
look after a plank in the platferm. He wanitsa 
oo declaration regarding canal improve- 
ments. 

Last night it was given out by the Governor’s 
friends that Editor Charles Hazard of Elmira 
would make the speech placing his name 11 
nemination. To-day the programme was 
changed, and United States District Avutorney 
Daniel N. Lockwood was seleeted fer that very 
distinguished henor. Mr. Leckwood was long 
regarded by superstitious Democrats as a 
mascot for Mr. Cleveland, whom he 
nominated for Governor five years ago at 
Syracuse, and again for President at Chicago 
Tammany expects to second the Gevernor’s 
nomination through Gen. Reger A. Pryor, while 
Col. John R. Fellows will probably discharge a 
like formality for the County Democracy. Ex- 
Attorney-General Denis O’Brien will respond 
ferthe rural Democracy. The liquer dealers 
have not yet selected their spokesman. It will 
be remembered that at the last Democratic 
convention held here, the liquor dealers waited 
upon one of the committee and protested against 
the nemination of Mr. Maynard for Secretary of 
State. They weat out and defeated him upon 
tinding that their wishes were - disregarded. 
Their views will be consulted this time, and 
naturally they will be depended upon and go 
out andelect their candidate for Governor—if 
they can. 

The Governor’s friends are so anxieus to have 
it appear that every shade of opinion in the 
party favors his renumination that they have 
solicited D, Cady Herrick to officiate as per- 
manent Chairman of the convention. If they 
are of the same mind to-morrew that they are 
to-night he willrespect their wishes. The Hill 
type of Demoerat will be represented by George 
Raines, the temporary Chairman. 

A good deal of anti-Hill feeling lurks among 
the delegates, both from city and country, but 
discretion calls for its concealment. ‘The lead- 
ers in localities cannot, in the absence of a Til- 
den er a Manning, control the “gang element” 
of the party. Hill has its sympathies just as 
Tweed had, and time is relied upon to bring it 
to its knees. <A crayon pertralt of the Gevernor 
is hung in the corridor of one of the hotels te- 
night. Card photographs of President Cleve- 
landand of Lieut.-Gov. Jones are tucked be- 
tween its ziass and wood frame. 

The flavor of the chestnut hangs around the 
badges of some of the Demoerats. “lam a 
Democrat” is their motto. “A united Democ- 
racy greets its chief” ascompaniea it. 

The Purroy crowd have been tigaring all day 
to get six of their men into the conuvention of 
delegates. Hill’s friends have been helping 
them solve the problem. It is  settied 
that they cannot have any of the 
seats belonging to the County Democracy, 
so Edward Murphy has arranged to have 
Purroy substituted for one of the Rensselaer 
County delegates. Edward Kearney will re- 
ceive a seat in the Saratoga delegation, 
through the courtesy of Senator Foley. As- 
semblyman Sheehan has kindly consented to 
take in Jacob Seabold, the reformed gambler. 
Andy White, Assemblyman John B. Shea, and 
Jehu R. Dequar will each be fitted into a 
niche in somecountry delegation. Thus are the 
olepone **harmonized.” 

6 Prohibitionists of the State have received 
recognition from both Democrats and native 
Buffalonians, They bad an audience; that 
= Music Hall in the alternoon. It num- 

ered not less than 2,500 men and women. 
Frances Willard and the Rev. Mr. Basnford, the 
most popular Movhodist clergyman in this city, 
made speeches. The Prohibitionists turned 
out @ barner inscribed with these worda: 
**The Prohibition Party is against the saloons; 
the Democratic party is for the saloons; the 
Republicarm party is for anything to win.” An- 
other of their mottecs was: ‘Death to rum.” 
Gen. Clinton B, Fiek sent word that he was too 
ill to be present. W. Martin Jones, the candi- 
date for Governcr, addressed them in the ever- 
ing from the samo platform on which the Gov- 
ernor will be renominated to-morrow in accord- 
ance with the demands of the rum’'sellers. 

While Mr. Jones was criticising the two old 
parties Joseph J. O’Donohue of New-York was 
talking to a yelling mob at Main and Genesee 
streets about Prohibitioniste, ‘+A Prohibition- 
ist,” he said, ‘is one whe is willing to take a 
drink himself, but don’t want to let anybody 
else; To-morrow we propose to nominate a 
Democrat who will let—’ the erowd brexe in 
with cheers ana yells tor Gov. Hill, and the 
rest of his sentenee—‘“everybody take a 
drink who wants to’—was uot heard 
by the delighted audienee. Mr. O’Denohue i 
here a8 a substitute for Bourke Coekran, whos 
friends, by the way, say he.is not te resign bis 
place in the State Committee, ali rumers to the 
eontrary notwithstanding. Mr. O'Denohue 
claimed, a8 a merchant, to represent New-York 
merchants generally in. voicing his regard for 
the Governor. Daniel N. Loskwood, Senator 
Jacob A, Cantor, and John B. Adams of Brook-

AN EASY JOB FOR THE MASSACHUSETTS 
REPUBLICANS. 

Boston, Sept. 11.—The Republicans of 
Massachusetts meet in convention to-morrow, 
with the work before them simplified 
to the greatest possible extent.  Goy. 
Ames will be renominated for a third 
term beyond a doubt, although Gen. Draper 
will insist upon polling his forces on a ballet 
and claims to have 350 votes. This will 
be purely a matter of form, however, and with 
Ames will be renominated the present 
State officers with one exception, that 


of Treasurer. Mr. Beard has decided to run for 
Congress, and this leaves the Treasurship the 
One position to be fought for. Three candidates 
are actively in the field, William E. Blunt of Hav- 
erhill, George A. Marden of Lowell, and Eben 
C. Milliken of New-Bedford, and all are as busy 
as bees among the delegates this evening in work- 
ing up support. It is noticeable, however, that 
the one candidate whose fitness for the position 
18 Te ae cant recegnized by the delegates gen- 
erally is taking no part inthe scramble. This 
is Jacob Dresser of Boston, but the under cur- 
rent 1a his favor will prebably not materialize 
unless the fight between the active workers for 
the place is too long continued without result. 

All the interest im the convention centres 
areund this ene nomination. The plat 
form is not mentioned by the delegates 
generally, and is, apparently, not given 
a thought. It will doubtless strongly 
indorse the Chicago tariff plank, expatiate upen 
“protection tothe workingman,” and will be es- 
pecially drawn to capture the prehibition vote 
- possible, Temperance will be its dominant 
‘eature, 








DAVITT ON GLADSTONE. 
LONDON, Sept. 12.—Davitt writes, with 
reference to his recent speech, that he did not 
make disparaging reference to Gladstone or 
Morley. He only complained that Irishmen did 
Gladstonian glorification which ought to be done 


by the English Liberals, who would be the greater 
gainers by the pacification of Ireland. He still 
considers that if Gladstone showed as much en- 
thusiasm over Ireland as he showed over 
Bulgaria, Balfour would not dare to 
continue his brutal olicy, which is 
possible only because Irishmen, out of 
deference to Gladstene, have abavdoned even 
legitimate resistance. He still believes that 
the Gladstonians will give a left-handed acqui- 
escence to the thinning out of the Irish 
population by eviction, just as they for- 
merly advocated emigration as a pan- 
acea. He bears the Liberals no ill-will 
although from hig former experienee he has lit- 
tle cause to lovethem. If, as the Daily News 
taunts him, he is not now in prison perhaps it 
is because the Liberals are not in power. 





NEWFOUNDLAND ON THE FENOBR. 

Ottawa, Ontario, Sept. 11.—The dele- 
gates to Ottawa to arrange terms by which 
Newfoundland ean enter into the Dominion of 
Canada, who were to have left here to-day, 
have abandoned the project, at any rate for the 
present. The reason given is that the expense 
of the present troubles between the United 
States and Canada would be likely to prejudice 
the interest of Newfeundland if she joined the 
Canadian Confederation. 


Sr. JoHn’s, Newfoundland, Sept. 11.—A 
large open-air meeting was held last evening for 
the purpose of protesting ugaiust the sending of 
a delegation to the Confederation Convention at 
Ottawa, but po action was taken and the matter 
was indefinitely postponed. 





SHE SAW FOR A DAY, ANYHOW. 

SHERMAN, Texas, Sept. 11.—A wonderful 
restoration of sight occurred in this city yeater- 
day. It has caused intense excitement 
among the colored peeple. An old negress, 
Charlotte Perry, 102 years of age, who 
lives with her son in the suburbs, 
has been totally blind for 10 years, not being 
able to see the rays of the sun. Yesterday 
when day dawned the eentennarian opened bor 
eyes and beheld everything around her, being 
able to distinguish even the most delisate 
color. Her sight served her well during the 
day. but has been somewhat cloudy since, and 
will probably soon vanish, never to resura. 





NEW-HAMPSHIRE REPUBLIOAN OLUBS. 

Concorp, N. H., Sept. 11.—The State 
Convention of Republican Clubs was held to- 
day, and was largely attended. It was voted to 
form a State organization auxiliary to the Na- 
tional Leage of Republican Clupns. The follow- 
ing officera were elected: President—Herman 
W. Greens; First Vice-President—Col. C. J. 
Smith of Cencord; Secretary—Capt. E. N. Pear- 
aon; Treasurer—The Hon. E. H. Lewis, and an 
Executive Committee of one membor from each 
county.

A GRAND WEDDING IN THE 
PRESENCE OF ROYALTY. 
THE DUKE D’AOSTA AND PRINCESS LETI- 
TIA MARRIED IN THE ANCIENT 

HOME OF THE SAVOYS..

LONDON, Sept. 11.—It has been many 
years since Turin has seen grander festivi- 
ties than those of to-day attending the 
marriage of the Duke d’Aosta to his niece, 
Princess Letitia. The ancient Piedmontese 
capital has been weeks preparing for the 
event with magnificent floral decorations, 
triumphal arches, lines of trimmed barges 
on the river front, and a great display of 
tapestries, hanging from windows and bal- 
conies. The ceremonies this morning, both 
religious and civil, were private, the former 
being held in the chapel adjoining the old 
royal palace of the Savoy dynasty, and the 
otherin the palace itself. They were at- 
tended unly by the Ministers and a few in- 
vited guests, members of the royal families 
chiefly interested, that is, of Savoy, of 
Braganza, and of Bonaparte. Theseincluded 
the King and Queen of Italy, the King and 
Queen of Portugal, and Prince Napoleon, 
Princess Chlotilde, and some dozen of their 
children and cousins, not forgetting three 
grown-up sons of the bridegroom. There 
were some very beantiful effects secured by 
a novel arrangement of the cavalcade 
escorting the carriages, which was com- 
posed of officers clad in medieval Savoy 
costumes and divided into four troops, 
dressed respectively in blue and green. 
These, with trumpets, performed the eques- 
trian quadrille in the plaza in the presence 
of a vast throng of sightseers, of whom it is 
estimated that 60,000 belonged outside of 
Turin. 

The marriage has no interesting political 
features. It is the first time since 1859 
that a member of the house of Bonaparte 
has made a marriage into one of the reign- 
ing families of Europe, and this might be 
important if any preminent guests from 
France had been present. This was not the 
case, however, the few whom the father of 
the bride invited being obscure Bonapart- 
ist nobles of small weight in their party. 
What further robs the event of political 
significance is the absence of the bride’s 
elder brother, Victor. She was anxious 
that he should come, but the royal family 
of Italy all took her father’s side, who re- 
fused to ask the unfilial Prince unless he 
would eat humble pie and admit his 
father’s authority. Victor declined the 
condition and staid away; so there is not 
even @ united Bonapartist party to meet 
whatever prestige might accrue fromthe 
wedding. 

There is deep anxiety in England over a 
report from the British Consul in Persia to 
the effect that Ishak is marching upon 
‘ Cabul in the full flush of victory, and the 
Ameer is very ill. Afghanistan is like an 
exposed nerve in the jaw of the British lion. 
To touch that is to throw him into convul- 
sions. 

David Christie Murray haz made a per- 
manent literary partnership with Henry 
Herman, author of “The Silver King.” 
They will henceforth write novels and 
plays together. They have been at Ostend 
some time working on a powerful con- 
temporary novel of London life, called ‘‘ He 
Fell Among Thieves.”

Miner of Boston will present the resolutions. 
These will be in substantial acvord with the In- 
dianapolis platform, but will devote eonsiiera- 
ble space to explaining how the anti-whisky 
revenue plank at Indianapolis differs from the 
free whisky plank at Chicaxe. There is no talk 
to-night about minor places on the State ticket. 
These nominations will, as usual, be left to the 
inspiration of the moment, 





SUING A RAILROAD COMPANY. 

WILKESBARRE, Penn., Sept. 11.—Three 
suits were begun inthe Common Pleas Court 
here to-day against the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Cempany. Thepilaintiffs are J. C. Paine of New- 
York and the Pennsylvania Oil Company. They 
have their wells at Corry, Penn. In their com- 
plaint they allege that the railroad company 
has discriminated against them by charging 
13 cents more a barrel forcarrying their oil 
from Corry to tidewater than rival companies 
charge. Such discriminatien, it is charged, isa 
violation of the Statelaw. ‘The latter provides 
that in case of such discrimination the plaintiffs 
cap claim three times the ameunt overcharged. 
The plaintiifs in the present case elaim $15,000 
and $30,000, respectively, those being the 
amounts evercharged from 1883 todate. Tho 
railroad company will makean attempt to have 
the case tried in some other county. The suit is 
au important one, and the outcome will be 
awaited with muck interest by all large ship- 
pers threughout the country. 





HAD ENOUGH OF MAHONE.

THE MAINE PLURALITY. 


NO GAINS MADE BY THE REPUBLICANS ' 
OVER THE‘RESULT OF 1884. 
PoRTLAND, Sept. 11.—Returns continue 
te come in slowly, as many of the back towns 
and plantatiens in Maine ary far removed from 
telegraph stations. Still, there are barely 70 
more voting piaces to be heard from. The most 
important cities and towns have already repert- 
ed, and it is imprebable that the general result— 
19,000 so 20,000 plurality—will be much 
changed, The total vote of Maine two years 
ago was only 128,171, but this year it will prob- 
ably reach 144,000, which is 2,000 larger than 
it wasin 1884. The largest vote cast in this 


State was in 1880, when it reached 147,802. 
It must be remembered that the cam- 
paign has been intensely exciting, as ex- 
traordinary etferts have been made to bring 
out the full strength of all parties. The 
Republicans compare with the result in 1886, 
an off year, but as Biaine has led the Republic- 
an forees, doing, as he did in 1884, his utmost 
to swell the majority, the Democrats believe 
that the conditions are more similar to these 
which prevailed in 1884, and they make their 
comparisons with the ficures of the Robie can- 
vass. In this way the Republicans show that 
they have made cousiderable gains, while the 
Democrats prove that the Republicans have 
simply held their own. Whenitis taken into 
consideration that the Republican organization 
of Maine is as perfect as any political organiza- 
tion in the United States, while the -Democrats 
have hardly an average organization, having 
tor years been doomed to defeat, and that the 
Republicans have had a greater army of orators 
and workers in the field than their opponents, 
there need be little surprise at the outcome, 

It is known that the Republicans were greatly 
disturbed over the effects of the President’s an- 
nual message, as it wen over to Mr. Cleveland a 
number of prominent business men who had 
aiways acted with the Republicans until there 
came this opportunity to declare for tariff re- 
form. The Republicans unduly misrepresented 
the Democratic Party, working on local preju- 
dice. They also called home hundreds of absent 
residents, and it isalloged that they illegally put 
many names on the voting lists. The Repub- 
licans knew just where to put an enormous 
election fund, which unquestionably turned 
several thousand voters. In 1886 the Senute 
was with one or two exceptions Republican, 
while now itis unanimously so. The House is 
fer the mest part Republican. The Blaine-Man- 
ley amendment to return to annual sessions of 
the Legislature has been rejected, while the 
amendment to limit the eligibility of the State 
cma te office to six years is probably car- 
ried. 

ln Congressman Reed's district it may be said 
that the Democrats did not have se strong a 
candidate as usual, while Reed himself never 
did se mueh electioneering and stumping be- 
fore in his whole career. His plurality will be 
2,500. Dingley, Miiliker, and Boutelle are 
re-eleeted by good majorities. The Republicans 
carry almost every county office. They gener- 
ally de this. 

On the whole, the Republican plurality is a 
little larger than some of the Democratio lead- 
ers expected, but they do not regard the result 
as indicative of the mational choice. They say 
thatif the campaign could have been carried 
on @ month longer ‘the eutceme would have 
been atrikingly different, aa there has not been 
time enough to educate the people in tariff re- 
form. They expect to make a better shewing 
in November, The Prohibitionists, overshad- 
owed by the tariff issue, gained in some sections 
and lost in ethers. Many of the fishermen re- 
turned to the Democrats. ‘the Legislature will 
choose a su: cessor to Senator Frye or will elect 
him te succeed himself. [tis now thought that 
Mr. Frye willbe returned, though in some auar- 
ters there are suspicions that Mr. Blaine wants 
the place.

The Republicans have gained one Senator in 
Knox County and have certainly gained onein 
Waldo Ceunty and two in YorkCounty.

These two nominees were Stephen J. Gushee of 
Appleton, member of the present Senate, and 
Randali J. Condon of Friendship.

HARRISON ON THE ISSUES 


LEBITER .IN DEFENSE OF THE 
OCOHICAGO PLATFORM. 

THE CANDIDATE INSISTS ON THE CRY 
OF BRITISH FREE TRADE, BUT 
SAYS NOTHING ABOUT FREE 
WHISKY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 11. 

Hon. M. M. Estee and Others, Committee : 

GENTLEMEN: When your committee vis. 
ited me on the 4th of July last, and pre- 
sented the official announcement of my 
nomination for the Presidency of the 

United States by the Republican Conven- 

tion, I promised as soon as practicable to 

communicate to you a more formal accept- 
ance of the nomination. Since that time 
the work of receiving and addressing al- 
most daily large delegations of my fellow- 
citizens has not only occupied all of my 
time, but hasin some measure rendered if 
unnecessary forme to use this letter as a 
medium of communicating to the public my 
views upon the questions involved in the 
campaign. I appreciate very highly the 
confidence and respect manifested by the 
convention, and accept the nomination 
with a feeling of gratitude and a full sense 
of the responsibilities which accempany it. 

It is a matter of congratulation that the 

declarations of the Chicago Convention 


upon the questions that now attract the in- 
terest of our people are so clear and em- 
phatic. There is further cause of congrat- 
ulation in the fact that the convention 
utterances of the Democratic Party, if in 
any degree uncertain or contradictory, can 
now a and interpreted by executive 
acts and messages, and by definite proposi- 
tions in legislation. ‘This is especially true 
of what is popularly known as tne tarilf 
question. The issue cannot now be ob- 
scured. Itis not a contest between sched- 
ules, but between wide-apart principles. 
The foreign competitors of our market have, 
with quick instinct, seen how one issue of 
this contest may bring them advaniages, 
and our own people are not so dull as to 
muss or neglect the grave interests that are 
involved forthem. The assault upon our 
protective system is open and defiant. 
Protection is assailed as unconstitutional 
in law, or as vicious in principle, and those 
who hold such views sincerely cannot stop 
short of an absolute elimination from our 
tariff laws of the principle of protection. 

The Mills bill is only a step, but it is to- 
ward an object that the leaders of Dem- 
ocratic thought and legislation have clearly 
in mind. The important question is not so 
much the length of the step as tle direction 
of it. Judged by the Executive message of 
December last, by the Mills bill, by the de- 
bates in Congress, and by the St. Louis 
platform, the Democratic Party wiil, if 
supported by the country, place the tariff 
laws upon 2 purely revenue basis. ‘ihis is 
practical free trade—free trade in the Eng- 
lish sense. The legend upon the banner 
may not be ‘“‘iree trade; it may be the 
more obscure motto “tariff reform,” but 
neither the banner northe inscription is 
conclusive, or, indeed, very important. ‘The 
assault itself is the important fact. 

Those who teach that the import duty 
upon foreign gouds sold in our market 1s 
paid by the consumer, and that the price of 
the domestic competing article is enhauced 
to the amount of the duty on the imported 
article—that every militon of doliars col- 
lected for customs duties represents many 
millions more which do not reack the ireas- 
ury, but are paid by our citizens as the in- 
creased cost of domestic productions result- 
ing trom the tariff laws—may uot intend ta 
discredit in the minds of others our system 
of levying duties on competing ioreigu 
products, butit is clearly already discred- 
ited in theirown. We cannot doubt, with- 
out impugning their integrity, that if free 
to act upon their convictious they would so 
revise our laws as to lay the burden 
of the customs revenue upon articies 
that are not produced in tins country, 
and to place upon the free list all 
competing foreign products. Ido not stop 
to refute this theory’ as to the effect of our 
tariff duties. ‘Lhuse who advance it are 
students of ##x1ms and not of the markets. 
They may be safely allowed to call their 
project “ Tariff reform’ if the peopie un- 
derstand that in the end the argument com- 
pels free trade in all corapet:iug products. 
‘This end may not be reached abruptly, and 
its approach way be accompanied with 
some expressions of symputhy for our pro- 
tected industries and our werkiog people, 
but it wilicertainly come, if these early 
steps do not arouse the people to eifective 
resistance. 

The Republican Party hoids that a pro- 
tective tariff is constitutional, wholesome, 
and necessary. We do nos offer a fixed 
schedule, but a principle. We wiil revise 
the schedule, modify rates, but always with 
an intelligent provision as tuo the eitect 
upon domestic production and the wages 
of our working peopie. We believe it to be 
one of the worthy objects of tariff legisla- 
tion to preserve the American market for 
American producers and to maintain the 
American scale of wages by adequate dis- 
criminating duties upon foreign competing 

roducts. The effect of lower rates and 
arger importations upon tie public re- 
venue is contingent and doubtful, but not 
so the effect upon American production and 
American wages. Less work and lower 
wages must be accepted as the ir 
‘evitable result of the increased offer 
ing of foreign goods in our marke 
By way of recompense for thx 
reduction in his wages and the loss of tht 
American market, it is suggested that the 
diminished wages of the workingman w-ll 
have an undiminished purcbasing power, 
and that he will be able to make up tor the 
loss of the home market by an eviarged 
foreign market. Our workingmen have the 
settlement of the question in their own 
hands. ‘They now obtain higher wages and 
live more comfortably than those of any 
ether country. They will make choice be- 
tween the substantial advantages they 
have in hand and the deceptive promises 
and forecasts of those theorizing reformers. 
They will decide for themselves and for the 
country whether the protective system 
shall be continued or destroyed. 

The fact of a ‘Treasury surplus, the 
amount of which is variously stated, has 
directed public atteution to a consideration 
of the methods by which thé national in- 
come may best be reduced _ to the level of # 
wise and necessary expenditure. This con 
dition has been seized upon by those whi 
are hostile to protective custom duties a/ 
an advantageous base of attack upon ou, 
tariff laws. ‘They have magnified ané 
nursed the surplus, which they afiect te 
deprecate, seemingly for the purpose of ex- 
aggerating the evil in order to recon- 
cile the people to the extreme remedy 
they propose. A proper reduction of the 
revenue does not necessitate and should 
not suggest the abandonment or impairment 
of the protective system. The methods sug- 
peeses by our convention will not need to 

e exhausted in order to effqet the neces- 
sary reduction. Weare not likely to be 
called upon, I think. to make a present 
choice between the surrender of our pro 
tective system and the eutire repeal of the 
internal taxes. Such a contingency in view 
of the present relation _of expenditures te 
revenues is remote. The inspection and 
regulation of the manufacture and _ sale ol 
oleomargarine is important, and the rev- 
enue derived from it is pot so great that the 
repeal of the law need enter into any 
plan of revenue reduction. The surplus 
now in the Treasury should be used in the 
purchase of bends. The law authorizing 
this use of it, and if if is not needed fo) 
current or Famers ay | en the 

ople, and not the banksin which it hai 
been deposited, should have the advantag: 
of its nse by stopping interest upon the 
public debt. At least those who needlessly 
hoard it should not Le allowed to use th« 
fear of a monetary stringency thus pro 
duced to coerce public sentiment upol 
other questions. 

Closely connected with the subject of thy 
tariff is that of the importation of forei 
laborers under contracts of service to [) 

rformed here. The law now in force pra 

ibiting such contracts received a 
support in the Senate, and ame 
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ments as may be found necessary effective- 
to-deliver our working men and women 

m this — inequitable form of compe- 
tition will have my sincere advocacy. Leg- 
islation prohibiting the importation of 
laborers under contracts to serve here will, 
however, afford very inadequate relief to 
our working people if the system of pro- 
tective duties is broken down. If the 
products .of American shops must 
Saves in the American market, 

psig trom ae With the products 
of foreign bor, the effect will be 
at all,only in degree, whether 
is acrass the street or over 
petition will soon reduce 
Sto level of those abroad, and 
‘tion is reached we will not 
any laws forbidding the importation 
of laborers under contract—they will have 
mo inducement to come, and the employer 
no inducement to send forthem. In the 
earlier years of our history, public agencies 
-to promote immigration _— common. 
pioneer wanted a neighbor with more 
iendly instincts than the Indian. Labor 
as scarce and fully employed. But the 
day of the immigration-bureau has gone by. 
While our doors will continue open to prop- 
er immigration, we do not need to issue 
special invitations to the inhabitants of 
other countries to come to our shores or to 
share our citizenship. Indeed, the neces- 
sity of some inspection and limitation is 
obvious. We should resolutely refuse to 
permit foreign Governments to send their 
paupers and criminals to our ports. We 
are also clearly under a duty to defend our 
civilization by excluding alien races whose 
ultimate assimilation with our people is 
neither possible nor desirable. The family 
has been the nucleus of our best immigration 
and the home the most potent assimilating 
force in our civilization. : : 

The objections to Chinese immigration 
are distinctive and conclusive and are now 
so generally accepted as such that the ques- 
tion has passed entirely beyond the stage 
of argument. The laws relating to this 
subject would, if I should be charged with 
their enforcement, be faithfully executed. 
Such amendments or further legislation as 
may be ges mig and proper to prevent 
evasions of the laws and to stop further 
Chinese immigration would also meet my 
approval. The expression of the conven- 
tion upon this subject is in entire harmony 
with my views. 

Our civil compact is a government by 
inajorities; and the law loses its sanction 
and the magistrate our respect when this 
compactis broken. The evil results of elec- 
tion frauds do not expend themselves upon 
the voters who are robbed of their rightful 
influence in public affairs. The individual 
or community or party that practices or 
connives at election frauds has suffered ir- 
reparable injury, and will sooner or later 
realize that to exchange the American sys- 
tem of majority rule for minority control is 
not only unlawful and unpatriotic, but 
very unsafe for those who promote it, 
The disfranchisement of a single legal 
Elector by fraud or intimidation is a 
crime too grave to be regarded lightly. 
The right of every qualified elector to cast 
one free ballot and to have it honestly 
counted must not be questioned. Every 
constitutional power should be used to 
make this right secure and punish frauds 
upon the ballot. Our colored peuple do not 
ask special legislation in their interest, but 
only to be made secure in the common rights 
of American citizenship. They will, how- 
ever, naturally mistrust the sincerity of 
those party leaders who appeal to their race 
tor support only in those localities where 
the suffrage is free and election results 
doubtful and compass their disfranchise- 
ment where their votes would be controlling 
and their choice cannot be coerced. ; 

Tke Nation, not less than the States, is 
dependent for prosperity and security upon 
the intelligence and morality of the people. 
‘his common interest very early suggested 
national aid in the establishment and en- 
dowment of schools and colleges in the new 
States. There is, 1 believe, a present exi- 
geney that calls for still more liberal and 
direct appropriations in aid 
school education in the States. 

The Territorial form of government is a 
temporary expedient,‘not a permanent civil 
condition. Itis adapted to the exigency 
that suggested, but becomes inadequate and 
even oppressive when applied to fixed and 
populous communities. Several Territories 
are well able to bear the burdens and dis- 
charge the duties of free Commonwealths 
in the American Unien. To exclude them 
is to deny the just rights of their people, 
and may well excite their indignant pro- 
test. No question of the political prefer- 
ence of the people of a Territory should 
close against them the hospitable door 
which has opened to two-thirds of the ex- 
isting States. But admission should be res- 
olutely refused to any Territory a majority 
of whose people cherish institutions that 
are repugnant to our civilization or incon- 
sistent with a republican form of govern- 
ment. 


The declaration of theconvention against 
‘all combinations of capital, organized in 
trusts or otherwise, to control arbitrarily 
the condition of trade among our citizens” 
is in harmony with the views entertained 
and publicly expressed by me long before 
the assembling of the convention. Ordi- 
narily, capital shares the losses of idleness 
with labor, but under the operation of the 
trust in some of its forms the wage worker 
alone suffers loss, while idle capital re- 
ceives its dividends from a trust fund. 
Producers who refuse to join the combina- 
tion are destroyed, and competition as an 
element of prices is eliminated. It cannot 
be doubted that the legislative authority 
should and willfind a method of dealing 
fairly and effectively with these and other 
abuses connected with this subject. 

It can hardly be necessary for me to say 
thatl am heartily in sympathy with the 
declaration of the convention upon the sub- 
ject of pensions to our soldiers and sailors, 
Whatthey gave and what they suffered I 
had some opportunity to observe and, in a 
small measure, to experience. They gave 
ungrudgingly. It was not a trade, but an 
offering. The measure was heaped up, run- 
ning over. What they achieved, only a dis- 
tant generation can adequately tell. With- 
out attempting to discuss particular 

ropositions, I may add that measures in 
vehalf of the surviving veterans of the war 


and of the families of their dead comrades | 


should be conceived and executed in a 
spirit of justice and of the most grateful 
liberality, and that, in the competition for 
civil appointment, honorable military serv- 
ice should have appropriate recognition. 

The law prose appointments to the 
classified civil service received my support 
in the Senate in the belief that it opened 
the way to a much-needed reform. [ still 
think so, and therefore cordially approve 
the clear and forcible expression of the con- 
vention upon this subject. The law should 
have the aid of a friendly interpretation 
and be faithfully and vigorously enforced. 
All appointments under it should be abso- 
lutely free from partisan considerations and 
influence. Some extensions of the classi- 
tied list are practicable and _ desirable, 
and further legislation extending the re- 
form to other branches of the service to 
which it is applicable would receive my 
approval. In appointments to every grade 
and department fitness, aud not party serv- 
ice, should be the essential and discriminat- 
ing test and fidelity and efficiency the only 
sure tenure of office. Only the interests of 
the public service should suggest removals 
from oftice. I know the practical difficul- 
ties attending the attempt to apply the 
spirit of the civil service rules to all ap- 
pointments and removals. It will, however, 
be my sincere purpose, if elected, to ad- 
vance the reform. 


I notice with pleasure that the conven- 
tion did not omit to express its solicitude 
for the promotion of virtue and temper- 
ance among our people. The Republican 
Party has always been friendly to every- 
thing that tended to make the home life of 
our people free, pure, and prosperous, and 
willin the future be true to its history in 
this respect. 

Our relations with foreign powers should 
be characterized by friendliness and re- 

ect. The right of our people and of our 
ahips to hospitable treatment should be in- 
sisted upon with dignity and firmness. Our 
Nation is too great, both in material 
strength and in moral power, to indulge 
in bluster or to be suspected of timorousness. 
Vacillation and inconsistency are as incom- 
patible with successful diplomacy as they 
are with national dignity. We should es- 
pecially cultivate and extend our diplo- 
matic and commercial relations with the 
Gentral and South American States. Our 
fisheries should be fostered and Mage ore 
The hardships and risks that are the neces- 
sary incidents of the business should not be 
incre by an inhospitable exclusion 
from the eenayins —— ~ The ee of 
a firm, dignified, and consistent diplomacy 
are undoubtedly equal tothe prompt and 
peaceful solution of the difficulties that 
now exist. Our neighbors will surely not 
expect in our ports a commercial hospitality 
they deny to us in theirs. 

I cannot extend this letter by a mieeial 

ee to other subjects upon yop the 
an 
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to them, as well as to those I have noticed, 
I am in entire agreement with the declara- 
tions of the convention. The resolutions 
relating to the coinage, to the rebuilding 
of the navy, tocoast defenses, and to public 
lands, express conclusions to all of which I 
gave my support in the Senate. 

Inviting a calm and thoughtful consider- 
ation of these public questions, we submit 
them to the people. Their intelligent 
patriotism and the good providence that 
made and has kept us a nation, will lead 
them to wise and safe conclusions. Very

BENNETTS ASSAILANT. 


A STATEMENT FROM THE VICTIM WHICH* 


F GIVES NO CLUE. 

Daniel H. Bennett recovered so far yester- 
day from the effects of Saturday night’s assault 
upon him at his home on Jersey City Heights 
that he was able to talk a little aboutit. What 
he said only deepened the mystery of the as- 
sault. The first sign of returning consciousness 
occurred at 4:30 A. M., when Roundsman Louis 
Molutyre, who had been sitting at the bedside 
since midnight, heard the eld man mumbling to 
himself, Augustus, the son, who also sat in the 
room, took his father’s hand and asked him 
how he felt. 

x Better,” replied the father, ‘but my head is 
sore.’ 

**Do you know me?” pursued the son. 

“ Yes, I know everything, but cannot tell it 
just yet.” 

No more questions were asked and the old 
man ing ae asleep. At a few minutes before 
7 o’clock he awoke again, this time seemingly in 
full control of his senses. He said he was 
ready to makea statement.. Following his dic- 
tation the roundsman wrote that Mr. Bennett 
had returned home Saturday at about 2 o’elock. 
He hada $40 in bis pocketbook and $1 25 in loose 
change. He did not pay any househeld bills 
that day, but went straight home, staid in all 
the afternoon, supped alone, and retired at 9 
o’clock. He knew oo whore until, awaking 
teward morning, he felt blood on his pillow. He 
pion too weak to rise and was soon unconscious 
again. 

The roundsman hastened with his report to 
the station house anda message was at once 
sent to Headquarters, summoning Chief Murpby. 
At 9:30 o’clock the Chief and the Docters Wil- 
kinson, father and son, went to the sick room. 
Mr. Bennett had rested since his earlier state- 
ment and willingly made a second one. It added 
little to what he had said to the roundsman. 
His purse wag passed to him and he said that 
his asgailant had evidently taken $36 85, be- 
sides the watch and chain, leaving $4 in the 
pocketbook and 40 cents in loose change out of 
the $1 25. He was persistent in declaring that 
the servant could have had no hand in the as- 
sault. While admiring his faith in the girl the 
visitors were quite ready alse to coincide with 
that view. Among the theories which had been 
investigated that had proved the least tenable. 

Chief Murphy did all he could to draw from 
Mr. Bennett a fulfillment of his promise at day- 
break to “tell everything,” but at last he was 
Satisfied, as were the doctors, that the old man 
had told all he knew about the case. The only 
new statement was that he might have left the 
outer door open, closing only the inner one. 
There was no further use for officers at the 
house, and they were withdrawn. Mr. Bennett 
rested a good deal, however, and when his fam- 
ily got back from the country they found him 
good ia color, growingin appetite, cheerful in 
eee and disposed to make light of his in- 

uries, 

The police have not found a particle ef evi- 
dence to connect any of the old man’s relatives 
with the deed, although inquiry in that direc- 
tion has not lacked diligence. The only thing 
left te do in the way of investigation was to 
look in unusual auarters for a plausible clue to 
the mystery. Possibly in pursuit of such a 
policy Officer Thomas O’ Rourke was summoned 
to headquarters, O’Rourke patroled the Forest- 
street beat Saturday night. Chief Murphy 
questioned him closely to learn if he had noticed 
anything unusual in the appearance of the front 
doors of Mr. Behnett’s house that night, and if 
he had tried the vestibule door, seeing the front 
deor open. O’ Rourke had noticed nothing. He 
went over his beat, he said, but in the heavy 
rain he might have passed the house 
withnouc looking at the door. In order 
to set the record righton this line of inquiry 
O’Reurke's papers weré examined. They showed 
that he had been appointed to the force in the 
regular way by Commissiener Smith, upon ap- 
pliéftion of several citizens, two or more liquor 
dealers among them. Beforethat be worked in 
a@ steel foundry at West Bergen. His appoint- 
nent dated back only to July, and he was not 
yet in full service, but only a chanceman, liable 
to duty at any time at $2 aday and in the line 
of promotion to the force in case of vaneancies. 
He had worked only afew days since his ap- 
pointment, and meanwhile complainta were 
heard of his habits, but he promised to give no 
occasion for a recurrence of the complaints. 
Note was taken. of all this, but there was no

“We withdrew as a 
body,” said Mr. Thomas, referring to him- 
self and Messrs. Collier and Clark, “‘vecause the 
suit brought agaiust Mr. Keely by the Board of 
Directors of the Keely Motor Company’\—here 
Mr. Thomas spoke very sarcastieally— was 
brought by the New-York Directors without in 
any Way giving the Phiiadetphia Directors any 
iatimation whutever of what they were going 
to do. They did not doit in the board, but 
acted as a board themselves without any 
authority from us. ‘They not only acted 
without our previous knowledge in the 
matter, but as a Board of Directors of the 
Keely Motor Company they appropriated them- 
seives money to push the suit. To get the money 
that they appropriated they sold tho stock of 
the Company at # great sacrifice. Of this [ am 
certain. I was roughshod all through. We 
had no say im running the machine at all and 
were treated disgracefully. They ignored our 
Treasurer to such an extent that he resigned. 
Whenever they had any money to pay they 
would pay it themselves, and would not allow 
it to come within 50 yards ef our Treasurer’s 
hands, They carried on business 1n a way that 
was Gistasteful to us, and we could stand it no 
longer. After we discevered that the suithac been 
brought we canvassed the matter thoroughly 
and withdrew. You cannot find on the minutes 
of uny of our meetings the least intimation that 
the Board of Directors were going to take any 
legal action against Mr. Keely. Tnat fact shews 
by itself that the matter was not mentioned in 
the board, and the step was but taken by the 
action of the beard. I see by the election that 
the New-York Directors gain practically two 
members and a Treasurer, leaving only one 
Philadelphian. Well, they are no streager now 
than they were before, beeause they ran things 
as they pleased and acted as though they were 
the entire board.” 





THE CRUSADE AGAINST TRUSTS. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The following is 
the text of the bill reported by Mr. Sherman 
this morning from the Senate Committee on 
Finance as a substitute fer all bills before the 
committee te declaro trusts unlawful: 


Be it enacted, &c., That ail arrangements, con- 
tracts, agTeements, trusts, or combinations between 
persons or corporations made with a view or which 
tend to preventa full and free competition in the 
importation, transportation, or sale of articles im- 
ported into the United States, or in the production, 
manufacture, or sale of articles of domestic raw 
material that compete with any similar article upon 
whichaduty is Jevied by the United States, or 
which shall be transported from one State or Terri- 
tory to another, and all arrangemonts, contracts, 
agreements, trusts, or combinatious between per- 
sons or corporations designed or which tend to ad- 
vance the cost tu the consumer of any of such 
articles are hereby declared to be against public 
policy, unlawful, and void. 

SKC. 2. That any person or corporation injured or 
damnitied by ‘such arrangement, contract, agree- 
ment, trust, or combination may sue for and recov- 
erin any conrtof the United States of competens 
jurisdiction, of any person or corporation a party to 
a combination described in the first section of this 
act the fullconsideration or sum paid by him for 
any goods, wares, and merchandise included in or 
advanced in price by said combination, 

sxc. 2. That all persons entering into any such 
arrangement, contract, agreement, trust, or combi- 
nation described in Section lof this act either on 
his own account or a8 agent or attorney for another, 
or as an olficer, agent, or stockholder of any corpo- 
ration, or as a Trustes, committee, or inany capacity 
whatever, shall be guilty ofahigh misdemeanor, 
and on conviction thereot in any District or Circuit 


- Court of the United States shall be subject to a tine 


of not more than $10,000 or to imprisonment in the 
penitentiary for a term of not more than five years, 
or to both such tine and ey ae in the dis- 
cretion of theceurt. And it shall bo the duty of 
the District Attorney of the United States in the 
judicial district in which such persons reside to in- 
stitute the proper procecdings to enforce the pro- 
visions of this act. ,

GOOD DAY FOR FAVORITES 


ALL SIX WIN IN SHE MUD 
AT SHEEPSHEAD BAY. 
THE OUTCOME OF THE. EXILE-EURUS- 
BADGE MUDDLE IN THE FRENCH 

POOLS ON THE OPENING DAY. 


Probably influenced by the prediction of 
the Signal Service that “fair, cooler weather’ 
might be expected to-day, the usual racing 
crowd wended its way to the Sheepshead Bay 
track yesterday and shivered, growled, bet, and 
won, and then felt better. Six favorites win- 
ning six straight races is such an unusual thing 
in these days of wonderfully-varying form that 
it almost took the breath away from the backers 
to see it, and it did take the money away from 
the “bookies,” who held that favorite after 
favorite winning over a heavy track throughout 
the day would be an impossibility. But the 
favorites kept on winning hevertheless, and 
their backers didn’t mind the downpour of rain 
as they started for home. 

A rather peculiar thing developed ‘yesterday. 
That was the appearance of probably the last 
claimant to having held a ticket on Badge in 
the race won by Exile on the opening day of 
the meeting, when Exile was not sold in the 
French pools, and the money went to the second 
and third horses, Eutus and Badge. There was 
a great howl about money lost through the 
carelessness of the management of the French 
machines, and Mr. James E. Kelly was charged 
by one sporting paper with being guilty of a 


crime but little less flagrant than highway 
robbery. In_ justice to both Mr. Kelly 
and the Coney Island Jockey Club 
the facts that have resulted from 
that unfortunate affair should be stated. 
Ot the 140 tickets sold on Eurus to win 138 
have been cashed, and of the 253 sold on Baage 
for place 249 have been paid by Mr. Kelly’s 
representatives. ‘Che reason why the 6 tickets 
have not been cashed is because two,gentlomen 
claiming to have held 2 tickets on Eurus 
have disputed their right to the money, both 
claiming to have bought and destroyed their 
tickets. Mr. Kelly believes both to be telling 
the truth, but as nearly 26 per cent. of the 
tickets actually produced had been pastéd to- 

gether by parties who perhaps found them on 

the ground he very reasonably declines to pay 

the full value of the four missitig tickets. ‘he 
value of the two tickets remaining unpaid— 
$82 20—will be divided between the two 
claimants, a devision which these gentlemen— 
one aresident of Brooklyn and the other of 
Sheepshead Bay—say will be perfectly satisfac- 
tory to them. As to the four Badge place tickets 
there are six claimants for them, and the total 

mount remaining in Mr. Kelly’s hands, $65, 

will be divided among them. KE. A. Buck, the 

editor of the spirit of the Times, Was one of the 

Claimants to tive tickets on Badge for a 

Place, which he wrote Mr. Kelly he had 
destroyed. As Mr. Kelly believed Mr. 

Buck as eoon as he made the claim, he at once 

sent Mr. Buck a check for $81 25, so that he 

certainly was notasufferer from any highway 

robbery. On the day of the rave nearly every 

other man one met in the crowd of about 10,000 

present claimed to have been a sufferer trem. 
the error made in the pools, but the number of 

claimants dwindled wonderfully in the face of 

the fact that so few tickets were actually sold 

on the two horses. 

The story of yesterday’s racing was not a re- 
markably interesting one except to backers of 
favorites, but such as it was, here it is: 

A scramble of a mile over a track deep and 
holding with mud opened the day’s travesty on 
sport, Fourteen herses, all carrying feather 
weights, took part in the race, with all the 
horses fairly well backed, because the scramble 
was 80 open agamble. Still the bulk of the 
mouey wéut on Satisfaction, Ocean, Queen of 
Elizabeth, Jennie MeFarland, Bo-Peep, and 
Benedictine, who were on about even terms in 
the market. The start was from the Ocean- 
avenue chute, and Dynamite first amused the 
crowd by running away and refusing to stop 
until he had covered over half a mile. Yet when 
the lot did start he was so full of running 
that he was oft in the front bunch and 
the actual leader at the end of a sixteenth of a 
mule, with Queen of Elizabeth, Hilda, Himalaya, 
and Allentown ina bunch close behind, Bene- 
dictine bringing up the rear. There was 4 hot, 
fighting, whipping race from start to finish, and 
it was any one’s race until the lot got into their 
home stretch. Then Rifleshine, who rode Satis- 
faction, came out of the bunch, and, riding with 
his customary vigor, never stopped urigng until 
he had landed his mount a winner by three 
lengths in front of Gallatin, who beat Queen of 
Elizabeth an open length, the rest strung out. 

The heavy going resulted in a wholesale 
scratching for the Gleaners’ Stakes at three- 
quarters of a mile, which was run over the reg- 
ular course, but seven of the fourteen horses 
announced as probable starters going to the 
post in answer to Bugler Heekler’s blasts on his 
highiy-polished brass bugle. Madstone was 
backed as if the race was all over and no one 
else wasin it. But Madstone had to do some 
hard work in order to win. Little Barnes was 
up on the Haggin candidate, Ogallala, and when 
Mr. Caldwell got the horses away to an excel- 
lent start he sent the filly*out in front, taking a 
lead of a@ length and a half, which he held 
to the first quarter pole. Madstone and the 
Dawdle colt, ranning lapped, were just behind, 
with Tenny and 8am Wood bringing up the 
rear. In making the big turn by the stables 
Ogaliala began te fall back and kept the thing 
up until she brought up in the rear at the end. 
When she fell back Madstone went to the front, 
and led by a length and a half into the 
home stretch, with the Dawdle colt and 
Tenny just behind. The race looked like 
a certainty fer Madstone, and Lewis eased 
up a bit on him. Bbuddenily Tenny came 
on like a flash, and Lewis had to wake 
up and begin setting Maastone at hard werk 
again. This he did just in time to escape defeat, 
and as Goodale had started his run with Tenny 
an instaat too soon Madsatone beat him out, win- 
ning the stakes. by alength anda half from 
Teuny, who was a scant head before the Daw- 
dle colt, “Sam” Brown’s J. A. B. a length away, 
asit looked from the grand stand. But the 
judges placed J. A. B. third and the Dawdle colt, 
presumably, fourth, and that was __~ the 
way in which they actually finished. 

Little Jim, ridden by Garrison; Gallifet, with 
Barnes up, and Santalene, with McCarthy in the 
saddle, were the only starters for the Sheeps- 
head Stakes’ for 3-year-olds, at a mile and a 
quarter, with Gallifet a strong favorite 
in the betting. The race was entirely 
one between Gallifet and Santalene, who ran 
together, in frontot Little Jim for the entire 
distance. A sixteenth of a mile from home 
Barnes began riding Gallifet, and had no trouble 
whatever in beating Santalene by a length and 
a half, Little Jim beaten off and 25 lengths be- 
hind the Chicago stable’s representative. 

The fourth favorite won the fourth race, & run 
of a mile and three-eighths, with six starters 
and Les Angeles a strong favorite, but 1 to 2 
being laid against her. Lelex was an even- 
money favorite in the betting tor the place, and 
quite a lot of money went on the erratic Joseph 
tur some wholly inexplicable reason, as none of 
his performances would-warrant him being 
backed to beat a car horse. The real good 
thing, Le Logos, was practically neglected, as 
long odds as 3 te 1 for a place being obtainable 
When the horses went to the post. The race was 
@ Very pretty one, Argo, Le Logos, Lelex, and 
even Joseph leading the field at different points 
in the race, with all the horses in a ‘bunch, clear 
to the head of the stretch. There Los Angeles 
and Le Logos drew outof the bunch and had 
the finish ef the race between themselves, 
Murphy held Los Angeles well in hand until 
just at the finish, when he let her have her 
head, and she won by a length from Le Logos, 
who was three in front of Joseph, whe just beat 
Lelex for third money. 

But three horses took part in the fifth race, 
Switt, Lela May, and Vosburg being the three 
whoran. Swift was backed to a standstill, and 
the race was neverin doubt at any time, she 
winning just as she pleased by a half dozen 
lengths from Lela May, who was the same dis- 

tance in frontef Vosburg. 


The last race of the day was arunof a mile \ 


and five-eighths over the turf course, seven 
starting for the run. Of the lot Rupert, with 
Garrison riding, was the liveliest kind of a 
favorite, and the result proved that he was de- 
servedly sv, for when after a mile a half had 
been run and Garrison set him te work there 
was “really no‘ one else in it except 
Aretino, Who ran unexpectedly well, and 
Was actually beaten but two lengths, though 
Rupert could have beaten him a dozen lengths 
had Garrison so wilied it, Ernest’s race: of 
Monday at Brighton Keach gave him such a 
good following that he was second chvuice. He 
ran well and in front for a mile and a quarter, 
when he tired out and @radually fell back to 
the rear, where he finished. Poor old Ten 
Booker ran last throughout, a fate which seems 
to befall ail of Mr. Miller’s horses.

A WESTERN RAILROAD GET- 


ZING INIO TROUBLE. 

THE CHICAGO, ST. PAUL AND KANSAS 
CITY CAUGHT IN GIVING A LOW 
RATE—COMPETITORS PROTEST. 

Notwithstanding the fact that an iron- 
clad agreement was entered into Sept. 2 by the 
Chicago-St. Paul lines to restore and maintain 
rates, there is trouble brewing again. When 
the present agreement was signed each line 
put up $5,000 in cash to be forfeited in case of 
& violation of the agreement. Fer eight whole 
days everything has gone on pleasantly enough, 
and very friendly relations have been estab- 
lished. Yesterday, however, a new irregularity 
became manifest, which threatens further com- 
plications, the probable forfeit of the $5,000 by 
one line, and, it is even thought by some, open 
warfare among the lines of the Western States 
Passenger Association. 

The following. letter was yesterday sent to the 
general Eastern offices in this city of all Chi- 
cago-St. Paul lines from the office of the Quar- 
termaster’s Department in this city: 


** Please inform this office, by 1 P. M. te-day, what 
your lowest cash rate wiil be (per capita) for trans- 
orting twenty (20) enlisted men (more or less) 
rom Chicago to St. Paul, Minn. First-class trans- 
portation will be required. Please state hour of de- 


_ barture from Chicago and arrival at St. Paul.” 


The troops were to leave this city last even- 
ing, via the New-York Central Roaa, and all the 
six Chicage-St. Paul lines sent in their bids. 
Upon being opened five roads were found to 
have adhered to their agreement and each bid 
$9 05 for the haul from Chicago toSt. Paul, that 
being tke regular rate on Government troops. 
When the bid of the Chicago, 8t. Pau\ and Kan- 
sas City Road was opened, however, it was 
found that its bid was $8 05 per capita. After 
the matter had become noised about and it was 
understood that complaints were to be made to 
the Western States Passenger Association the 
figures were mysteriously altered to read $8 95 
by the addition of a tail to the cipher. This did 
not alter the fact, however, that it was a 
breach of the irog-clad agreement, and the 
agents of at least two competing lines have 
given notice to Chairman Abbott and claimed 
the forfeit of the $5,000. 

The agent of the Chicago, St.. Paul and Kansas 
City Road said yesterday that he would agree 
to withdraw from the contest providing the 
other lines would drop the matter. Afterward, 
however, he said he had attempted to withdraw 
the rate, and that the Maior at the Quarter- 
master’s Department, Greene and ouston 
streets, bad declined to permit this on account 
of aclause in the inter-State commerce law 
requiring that railroads shall give 10 days’ 
notice before raising their rates. At the Quar- 
termaster’s Department, however, it was denied 
that the agent of the Uhicago, St. Paul and Kan- 
sas City had asked permission to withdraw his 
bs aol $8 95. Here the matter at present 
stands. 


TRYING TO WORK TOGETHER. 
SEEKING A MEANS OF HARMONIZING 
THE INTERESTS IN THE WEST. 

CuIcaGo, Sept. 11.—Twenty-one railroads 
were represented by their General Managers at 
Chairman Midgely’s oftice to-day, when a meet- 
ing was held to consider the agreement By 
which it is proposed to bind all the Western 
roads te a harmonious line of action. The first 
step was to settle the division of territory. A 


| motion to embrace all the Western, Northwest- 


ern, and Suuthwestern roads-in one association 
was lost, nine roads voting against it. It was 
next moved to unite the Western and South- 
western lines on condition that the Northwest- 
ern roads should form a kindred organization 
under the agreement. This motion was carried 


unanimously. Without the proviso regarding 
the Northwestern roads, the pian would have 
been defeated, the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul serving notice that it would not enter 
into an agreement on Western and Southwest- 
ern business unless the Northwestern lines 
snould organize in equal geod faith. 

By the decision reached by the meeting the 
questions atissue between the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul and the Burlington and 
Northern were brought into the discussion, and 
foratimeit looked asif the whole seheme of a 
reorganization would have to be abandoned. 
The St. Paul and the Burlington and Northern 
each aecuse the other of being responsible for 
the demoralized condition of rates between 
Chicago and St. Paul, and previous efforts to 
harmonize rates in that territory have failed in 
consequence. ‘ihe 8t. Paul’s stand to-day 
blocked the proceedings toward an organization 
of the South western lines, asit became necessary 
first to ascertain what the Northwestern lines 
were willing todo. Acourdingly the represent- 
atives of those roads held a meeting of their 
own and late in the afternoon reported that 
they could.agree upon a plan of reorganization. 
They will report to the general meeting to-mor- 
row, but itis understood that they will not call 
for an advance in the present rates between 
Chicago and St. Paul. In the meantime a prop- 
osition had been submitted to the main meeting 
that @ general organization be formed embrac- 
ing the Northwestern, Western, Southwestern, 
Pacifie coast, and Colorado roads. Only three 
votes were cast against this plan, but they 
were enough to kill it.

REJECTING THE TERMS. 
POOL LINES DENOUNCED BY THE IMMI- 
GRANT HOTEL KEEPERS. 

Several members of the Immigrant Hotel 
and Boarding House Keepers’ Association met 
at 9 West-street last night and resolved to do 
everything in their power to frustrate the de- 
signs of the associated trunk lines in the 
prosecution of the war against the Lacka- 
wanna and Ontario Roads and to stand 
firmly by these two trunk lines and, through 
them, the Wisconsin Central and Chicago 
and Alton, the two Western lines that 
have, the boarding heuse keepers say, “ an- 


tagonized the pool lines and Commissioner - 


Pierson in their desire to treat us and 
our patrons in a just manner.” It was also re- 
solved that none of the boarding house men 
should touch a single dollar of commissions 
trom the associated lines or send a single pas- 
senger over any other initial line than the On- 
tario or Lackawanra, except by the expressed 
wish of the passenger, and they also recom- 
mended that, whenever possible, the Wisconsin 
Central and the Chicago and Alton should be 
the connecting lines out ot Chieagoor St. Louis. 
The action of the Grand Trunk in prorating 
with the two outside trunk lines in the present 
immigrant rate war was also commended. 

The association and its Chairman were de- 
neunced at last night’s meeting 10 the strongest 
terms. Mr. Hamilton of 2 Front-street said: 
‘Out of the present immigrant fare to St. Paul 
the trunk lines only receive 90 cents as their 
proportion of the haul, and on Kansas City or 
Council Bluffs business 88 cents. Commissioner 
Pierson for the trunk lines wants us to accept 
$1 50 for our commission on each passenger. 
When I am offered $1 50 by any man im return 
for 90 cents I feel that that man wants to pick 
my pocket, and I am certain that the trunk line 
passenger pool does not intend that any good 
shail come to us in the end by accepting what is 
proposed.” Every one present denounced the 
position of the “pool lines” in the strongest 
possible terms, and the vote te stand by the out- 
siders Was unanimous,

BRE AKING | AN AGREEMENT | zNCOURA G@EMENT FOR SIR JOHN 


A SYRACUSE LADY WHO DOES NOT BE- 
LIEVE IN RETALIATION. 

KINGSTON, Ontario, Sept. 11.—The In- 
dustrial Exhibition was formally opened to-day 
by Sir John A. Macdonald before a vast nuul- 
ber of people. He made a happy address, and 
touching on retaliation said that probably 
Canada would have to look to its own resourocs 
in view of the action of the United States. 

“Canadians,” he said, “are to be excluded 
for no act of theirs. Well, if they will hot 
allow us to trade with them we can trade with 
ourselves. We are not afraid or dismayed at 
any threatened attempt to hamper our com 
merce or eripple our resources. The effect will 
be the same as was shown after the abrogation 
of the reciprocity treaty of 1854. It showea 
that we eould rely upon our own resources. 
While we should like tv continue to trade with 
our neighbors in the freest manner, we 
ean afford to do without it, and can afford to 
Wait with calm self-respect the vutcome of the 
matter.” 

The Hon. G, A. Kirkpatrick, ex-Speaker of ihe 
House of Commons, indorsed the Premiter’s ut- 
terances, saying that Canadians could with non- 
chalance listen to the retaliation discussion, as 
they could be quite independent of other coun- 
tries. They wanted to be friendly with the 
United States, but if the doors were shut they 
would not growl. : 

Miss Huida Baker of Syracuse, N. Y., creatod 
a feeling of delight by stepping to sir Jehn’s 
side, grasping his hand, and declaring that she 
was a loyal American, but could tell him that 
they did not mean to shut the dour againat him; 
that they were going to open it wide. Sir Jobn 
laughed and said: ‘‘I am sure you won't against 
such a good-looking fellow as me.” 

The Hon. H. J. Joly then offered his arm to 
the lady and conducted her, with the Premier’s 
party, on atour of inspection of the exhibition.

DREWS MANY HORGERIES.

A NUMBER OF WOMEN INVOLVED IN 
THE OASE. 

Boston, Sept. 11.—Over 50 forgeries by 
J. Colby Drew of Lynn have turned up since 
his arrest yesterday, and if he shuuld be sen- 
tencedin fullfor all his confessed crimes of 
this description he might spend his life in 
prison if he lived to the age of Methusaleh, In 
court to-day he was hela in $20,000 bail and 
seat to Salem jail to await his trial. -There 
would seem to be several women in the case. 
Two closely-veiled women, one apparently 
about 25, and the other some 10 years older, 
oalled at the station to see him. The younger 
oame first, She refused to give her name, but 
said she was engaged to be married to Drew. 


Bhe was allowed to see bim in private. Net 
long after the older woman arrived. she, too, 
refused to give her name, and she also said she 
was engaged to be married to Drew. The Mar- 
shal didn’t like this multiplicity of engagementa, 
and deélined to grant her request uniess she 
would reveal her identity. She preferred to re- 
main unknown. 

Drew confesses freely whenever any of his 
forged paper comés to light, and the victims of 
hia cleverness have been running to the station 
ina pa constant stream. Most of them are 
local money lenders, aud there 1s little sympa- 
thy for the shaking up these Shylocks are get- 
ting. They collected interest all the way from 
12 to 20 per cent. per month, took long chances, 
and Drew bit them severely, There are, how- 
ever, many people outside of the corps 
of reguiar money lenders who are de- 
frauded, and one of the saddest of 
these cases is that of a woman who 
drew all her savings outof a bank to lend to 
Drew on forged notes,in order to realize the 
larger interest offered. Another woman, a Mra. 
Kirk, to whom Drew was at one time engaged, 
loses about $2,000 by his fraudulent practices, 
Certain notes indorsed by atill another lady, 
Susan A. Page, are believed by the Lynn basi- 
ness people to be genuine, as it was well known 
that she had for seme time indorsea Drew's 

aper ve liberally, but in every instance 

rew coolly informs the holders that they are 
forgeries, and of course there is ne means of 
peewee the contrary. But one money lenier in 

yon has been heard from whois not a loser by 
Drew’s transactions, 








NOT A PRECEDENT. 

Otrawa, Ontario, Sept. 11.—The Col- 
lector of Customs at Halifax has reported to 
the Customs Department that the United States 
fishing schooner Gellard, from the Banks ef 
Newfoundland, had put.into port for supplies, 
whieh she had a perfect right to do, being in 
possession of a license under the modus vivendi. 


The Captain, however, wants to sell some two 
and aguarter tons of fresh halibut, entering 
the same at the Custom House and paying duty 
thereon. Under the license he has no autnority 
to de this, and under the treaty of 1818 he is 

rohibited from doing so. The matter was re- 
erred to the Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
and be has consented to allew the fish to be dis- 
posed of, provided it is shown that the vessel 
came in primarily for repairs and supplies, and 
that unless this perinission were granted the 
fish would spoil. The Minister says, however, 
that this is to be considered a special ease and 
is not to be regarded as a precedent for future 
transactions.

THE SIATE SIGNAL SERVIOB. 


ESTABLISHING THE CENTRAL STATION 
AT CORNELL. 

Irnaca, N. Y., Sept. 11.—The preliminary 
work of establishing the State Signal Service 
station in this eity, as provided for by a bill in- 
troduced in the Legisiature last Winter, was 
commenced here to-day. The work is being done 
by Prof. E. A. Fuertes and an assistant, under 
instructions from Gen. Greely, chief of the Gov- 
ernment Signal Service. Correll University 
will be the central office of the State en account 
of its splendid equipment for the investigation 
of atmospheric phenomena. It is intended to 


have observers, not only in overy county of the 
State, but at such other points as will enable 
the observer to predict changes of weather 
within the State. The Signai Service wiil 
make special forecasts for the various 
ortions of the Stato, which, being 
orwarded to the central station, will be 
distributed from it to the lakes, the Atlantic 
seaboard, and the interior of the State. The 
present signal station on the campus will give 
place to the new library building, already 
staked out, and a new station will cither be 
ereeted elsewhere or the flags will be exhibited 
from a staff on the top of the MoGraw Tower. 
These State services are now in operation in 
upward of 20 States, and they have met with 
encouraging success, The cost of maintaining 
them is insignificant when compared with the 
resulting benefits, and it is only through such 
organizations that the people of this country 
will be able te utilize the worth of the Signal 
Service.

On a vote somewhat larger than that 
in the State election in 1884 the Repub- 
licans were unable to hold their own this 
year in Maine. The Democratic candidate 
has received a larger vote than has at 
any time been’ given to any straight can- 
didate of bis party. There is plainly no 
“tariff scare” in the State, nor has the 
effort of Mr. Braing, frantic as it has 
been, to work up his own particular in- 
terest there availed him anything. In 
their hearts the Republican leaders are 
not happy, and the interior echo of their 
whistling is not inspiriting. 








When the message of the President on the 
relations of our Government with that of 
Canada was sent to Congress the Repub- 
lican press could find no criticism with 
which to meet it except that it wasa de- 
vice to gain “political capital.” Had that 
criticism been true it would not have come 
with a very good grace from the organs of 
a party that had just defeated an honorable 
and advantageous treaty settlement of the 
same question. But it was not true, and 
the proof that it was' not lies in the entire 
omission of any mention of the subject from 
the letter of acceptance of Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND. Had he regarded the matter as one 
for partisans to dispute over, he would at 
least have brought it to the attention of 
those for whose suffrage he is a candidate. 
He does not so regard it. He considers it 
and treats it as a matter of purely national 
concern in which it is the duty of every 
citizen to seek the interest of the whole 
country, and that alone. That attitude is 
an honorable one in which all the people 
of the United States may take a just pride. 








Mr. H. K. THURBER has had the manliness 
to acknowledge that he discovers that the 
quotation he attributed to the London 
Times, “that the best use that England could 
make of an Irishman was tosend him to 
America to join the Democratic Party and 
help break down the protective tariff,” was 
a mistake. He says that he first saw the 
quotation “in a speech made in Congress.”

As our 
readers know, this captain of industry told 
his workmen that ‘‘in consequence of the 
passage of the Mills bill” he was compelled 
to cut down their wages, and moreover that 
if CLEVELAND were re-elected his mines 
would be closed.” As will be seen by the 
report in our news columns, the agent of 
the Democratic Committee found nothing in 
the condition of the. iron trade in Northern 
New-York to justify any reduction of wages. 
On the contrary, he found that the business 
had never been better, that the ore was 
shipped and sold as fast as it could be mined 
and that WrsTBRooK had been taking a part 
of the wages of the men in his employ under 
false pretenses.

The Grand Army of the Republic is evi- 
dently having a very large and enthusiastic 
throng of participants and spectators at its 
twenty-second annual encampment. This 
is partly due no doubt to the central place 
of meeting chosen this year and partly to 
the fact that Columbus is also the site of 
an Ohio Centennial Exposition which has 
just opened, and thus furnishes an addi- 
tional attraction to visitors. But in addi- 
tion the statistics of the organization show 
that it continues to be very strong and that 
while, with the lapse of more than a quarter 
of a century since the veterans first took 
the field, many have passed away, among 
those that remain there is an increase 
rather than a diminution of that feeling of 
comradeship on which the Grand Army is 
based. From the organization of its first 
post at Decatur, in Illinois, in the Spring of 
1866, to the present time it has been very 
successful, and perhaps its only serious 
drawbacks have been the occasional at- 
tempts of some members to misuse it for 
political purposes; but such attempts have 
generally drawn rebukes from members of 
the organization. Sometimes, also, efforts 
have been made to commit it to the advo- 
cacyof pension schemes of a preposterous 
character, but the more extravagant of 
these projects have distinctly failed. 








Creedmoor has opened its annual meeting 
this week with anything but good fortune 
in weather, although thisisan experience 
that has been by no means unusual at the 
famous range. To besure, the days when 
the attendance of spectators was counted 
upon as a chief element in the success of 
the occasion have long ago gone by, and 
perhaps will never come back, unless a new 
series of international matches can be ar- 
ranged, or such a revival of public interest 
in the established competitions as will 
throng the grounds. Still, good weather in 
the sense of good light for the marksmen 
themselves and either an absence of wind 
or else a steadiness which can be calculated 
upon, is an absolute necessity to make the 
annual gathering pleasant and profitable. 
With the facilities possessed by the range, 
its team contests at least ought to bring out 
competitors from a great many States, es- 
pecially in the Hilton trophy and inter- 
State matches. In this respect the annual 
meetings have shown a falling off from for- 
mer years which is all the more strange 
considering that the fame of the range is 
world-wide. 








MR. HARRISON'S LETTER. 

Mr. Harrison accepts the Republican 
nomination in a letter that is notable for 
nothing save its weak and safe generaliza- 
tions. That Mr. HARRISON has been in 
public life is a well-known fact, but his let- 
ter betrays only such a superficial ac- 
quaintance with public affairs as any 
busy and fairly intelligent lawyer 
might gain from a hasty daily perusal 
of his morning paper on his way to 
business. The policies and principles ap- 
proved in the letter are set forth in vague 
and general terms, and there is a lack of 
specific statement which inevitably sug- 
gests the conclusion that the author of the 
letter was too distrustful either of his 
knowledge of facts or of his powers of 
expression to venture upon a positive 
exposition of his political beliefs. We 
cannot believe, after a careful reading 
of this letter, that Mr. Harrison is 
very fully informed or very deeply, inter- 
ested in public matters. His letter gives 
no evidence of an awakened mind. There 
is no virility in it, no enthusiasm, not even 
about his party or about himself. This letter 
of acceptance is the first public utterance of 
the Republican candidate which gives the 
people of the country an opportunity to 
take his measure, and the inevitable 
comparison with his opponent must result 
in the conclusion that he lacks altogether 
the marked ability, the justified self-conti- 
dence, the firm opinions, the courageous 
bearing, and the unusual power of luminous 
statement which characterize Fresident 
CLEVELAND. 

Mr. HARRISON deals with the great ques- 
tion of the Presidential contest as a man 
who had never read anything about the 
tariff save in the columns of a protectionist 
newspaper might be expected to do. He has 
caught the phrases cleverly. Some of them 
he has putin anew form. His declaration 
that this is “‘ not a contest between sched- 
ules but between wide-apart principles” is a 
fairly skillful way of saying that he is a 
protectionist and Mr. CLEVELAND a free 
trader. It is safer than a resort to par- 
ticulars, for even Mr. HARRISON knows, 
what the Republican Senators have lately 
discovered, that a contest between the 
schedules of the Mills bill and any other 
possible reform measure must be a 
very tame affair. Between 5 _ ner 
cent. reduction and no per. cent. 
reduction there is little room for a 
fight. It was obligatory upon the Repub- 
lican candidate to affirm the interdepend- 
ence of high wages and a protective tariff, 
and Mr. HARRISON so affirms at some 
length and with the customary variations 
of statement. Ho is convinced that 
the American workingman is assailed 
because protection is assailed, and he 
calmly advances his inferential proofs 
as to the making of the latter assault. Tne 
Mitts bill is a step toward the revenue 
basis; the revenue basis is practically free 
trade; hence the Democrats are free traders 
and the determined enemies of the Ameri- 
can workingmen, a majority of whom, we 
may add, are to be found in their own ranks. 
We do not think this part of Mr. HarRI- 
son’s letter will take high rank asa ‘‘scare” 
document.

of Mr. Harrison's mind and of the poverty 
of his information in his declaration that 
he ‘will not stop now to refute” the the- 
ories of “those who teach that the im- 
port duty on foreign goods sold in our 
market is paid by the consumer, and 
that the price of the domestic article 
is enhanced by the amount of the 
duty on the imported article, that 
every million of dollars collected for 
customs duties represents many millions 
more which do not reach the Treasury,” 
&c. Nobody teaches that the full amount 
of the duty is added to the price of the pro- 
tected domestic product, but as to the other 
pestilent heresies here noted, why does Mr. 
HARRISON spare them and those who teach 
them? Let hint refute the false teachers 
at once. They can stand it, and 
their defense will occupy him until long 
after election. Mr, KNUTE NELSON will be 
comforted by Mr. HARRISON’S promises that 
‘‘we will revise the schedules,” and. still 
more by his assurance that “the methods 
suggested by our convention,” i. ¢., higher 
and prohibitory duties, accompanied by free 
whisky, “‘ will not need to be exhausted to 
effect the necessary reduction” of revenue. 

The one positively vicious assertion of 
the. letter is this: ‘‘The surplus now in 
the Treasury should be used in the pur- 
chase of bonds. The law authorizes this use 
of it ‘‘and the people” should have the ad- 
vantage ofits use by stopping interest on 
the public debt.” The most violent and 
reckless protectionist, the most selfish bene- 
ficiary of a tariff-sheltered Trust, could not 
devise a more sneaking, dishonest, and in- 
famous way of preventing the reduction of 
protective taxes than to recommend that 
the money wrung from the people through 
taxes ranging from 30 to 180 per cent. ad va- 
lorem, many of the higher rates being upon 
the actual necessaries of the commonest life, 
should be used up, so much of it as Con- 
gress cannot rightly spend or safely squan- 
der, in paying the public debt in advance 
of maturity and at a high premium on the 
bonds so redeemed. We are of the opinion 
that Mr. HARRISON will regret that phrase 
in his letter before he is many weeks older. 

The other points of the letter call for little 
comment. The theory of the Blair bill is 
upheld as wise, the principle and the law of 
civil service reform are approved in terms 
that would be admirable and sufficient were 
it not notorious that Mr. HARRISON, when 
in the Senate, was a persistent office 
beggar and was very far from regarding 
fitness and not partisan considerations as 
the proper qualification for appointment, 
There is certainly nothing in what the 
Republican candidate professes in respect 
to civil service reform that would 
lead a reformer to prefer him, on 
that ground alone, to the Democratic 
candidate with his broad record of 
actual performance. Mindful of certain 
attacks upon his ‘‘Chinese record,” Mr. 
HaRRIsON takes pains to say that he re- 
gards the Chinaman as unfit for residence 
in this country. He puts this part of his 
creed in language strong enough to please 
any demagogue. Trusts he condemns in 
terms which Mr. Buatng, if he has any spirit, 
will consider personally insulting. He even 
declares that the remedy for these abuses lies 
within the province of legislation, and he 
does not say “State” legislation. The only 
comic passage in the letteris the one in- 
dicating the candidate’s ‘“‘pleasure” that 
the convention did not ‘‘ omit to express its 
solicitude for the promotion of virtue and 
temperance among our people.” 








POLITICS AND THE TREASURY. 

There is probably nothing at which the 
partisan Republican organs would stick if 
they imagined that it would advance their 
cause, but we should say that considera- 
tions of conimon prudence, if not of com- 
mon decency and obligation to the public, 
would restrain them from seeking directly 
to undermine confidence among the business 
public, and to inflict loss upon thousands 
who are in no way connected with politics. 
Yet it was only on Monday of this week 
that the Tribune, in its usual weekly article 
on ‘‘Money and Business,” supposed to be 
devoted to a purely business review of com- 
mercial and monetary affairs, and doubtless 
so accepted by those of its readers who 
are interested in it, gravely announced 
that the stock market had been “ manipu- 
lated” by the Secretary of the Treasury 
to enable the ‘ Wall-street speculators 
who are running the Democratic cam- 
paign” to maintain prices. The ‘‘manipu- 
lation” consisted in buying at their own 
price some $6,000,000 in United States 
bonds oftered by their owners. Our own 
judgment and that, we are sure, of every 
competent and impartial observer, is that 
any such manipulation as this for political 
purposes would be on the one part wholly 
useless, and on the other impossible. The 
bonds could not have beef bought if they 
had not been offered; they would not have 
been offered if there had not been a legiti- 
mate and actual advantage in selling them, 
owing to the demand for money, and the 
demand for the money came from causes as 
far removed from politics as the heavens 
from the earth. 

It was, moreover, as the Republicans 
have not only admitted, but urged over 
and again, the bounden duty of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to expend the 
money in this way whenever in the care- 
ful judgment of the Secretary the con- 
dition of the country required it. He 
has been accused very often and bitterly of 
refusing to buy bonds in order to create an 
accumulation in the Treasury to influence 
Congress to reduce taxes and to influence 
the country to require such reduction. If 
he were to keep the money that the unnec- 
essary taxes pour into the vaults day by 
day, he would again be accused of this 
really heinous offense by the very men who 
now abuse him for expending it. Only last 
Spring the Senate majority were howling 
against the Administration for asking 
a clear recognition of its authority to buy 
the bonds that the Republicans insisted 
could be and ought to be bought with the 
authority already indirectly given. And 
now, when the authority bas been un- 
equivocally recognized by both branches of 
Congress, and the plain duty insisted upon 
by the Republicans is being met from week 
to week, the Administration is accused of a 
sinister political purpose. That the return 
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of the money unnecessarily and unjustly 
taken by our tax laws from the people, even 
when the return has to be made in the 
costly way alone open to the Government, 
is an advantage to the public is true, and it 
is equally true that an Administration 
promotes confidence in itself by the wise 
and honest performance of its duty. But 
the political capital made in this way will 
not be a source of reproach with sensible 
men, and the seeking of it will be very gen- 
erally desired and commended. 

That this particular performance of duty 
was discreet and expedient, and that it was 
required by the situation, is shown very 
clearly by the Financial Chronicle in its cur- 
rent number—a journal that cannot be 
suspected. and will not be accused of 
political bias in its comments. The 
Chronicle points dut that during the 
month of August there was a loss in the 
bank reserves of over $10,500,000 and 
of nearly as much in the surplus re- 
serve. During that period the Treasury ex- 
pended about $7,500,000 in the purchase 
of bonds, and notwithstanding ‘ there has 
been accumulated in the Treasury vaults 
during the past month $9,304,144. In 
other words, this latter sum has been taken 
out of the banks of the country, (probably 
about two-thirds of it out of the New-York 
banks,) because our taxes (even after pay- 
ing $6,000,000 of debt without counting 
premiums raid) were in that amount in 
excess of Government requirements, except 
$590,000, which was due to decrease in 
the amount in depository banks.” This 
is the whole case in a nutshell. The coun- 
try needs at this season more than at any 
other the money our unjust taxes are tak- 
ing from the pockets of the people. It needs 
this money now because the crops, happily 
goed, must be moved. The Secretary meets 
the need. He wouid be wickedly guilty of 
negligence or worse if he did not do so. He 
iscursed for it by the organs that cannot 
endure to see the country rightly treated 
by the Democratic Administration. If they 
could persuade their readers that the pres- 
ent advance in prices and activity im all 
directions are factitious and due to manipu- 
lation they wouid, of course, do their 
readers a greatinjury, but that, tothe hard- 
ened conscience of the organ grinder, is of 
no consequence. Fortunately, though he 
has the will, he has not much power to de- 
ceive. To-day, in all probability, he will 
break the force of his previous attack by 
claiming that the upward movement on the 
Exchange yesterday was due to the news 
from Maine! 





A WELL-PROTECTED INDUSTRY. 

There is at least one branch of skilled 
labor in which the superiority of this coun- 
try is conceded throughout the world. In 
no other land isthe art of mixing drinks 
carried to anything like the perfection it 
has attained in the hands of the American 
bartender. The crude and simple beverages 
of Europe require for their production so 
low a grade of labor that those concerned in 
their manufacture are scarcely entitled to 
be ranked as artisans, whereas the drinks 
of our own country are works of art. When 
it is pointed out that the foreign bartender 
is frequently a woman, it is plain that the 
order of intelligence required for the con- 
coction of the simple ‘‘dog’s nose” and 
“egg flip,” which assuage the powerful 
but uncultivated thirst of the Briton 
when he aspires‘ beyond “neat” liquor, is 
poor, indeed, compared with the skill that 
presides over the numberless and intricate 
prescriptions that are put up at every 
American bar. 

Itis gratifying to observe that this in- 
dustry is asubject of just pride tothe Repub- 
lican Party of the Nation, which has recom- 
mended an effectual measure to foster and 
promote it. Itis noticeable, however, that 
the means it has taken to this end are ‘not 
the same which it has adopted in the inter- 
est of other industries in which our superi- 
ority is perhaps less marked. In other 
cases it has recommended raising the price 
both of the raw material and of the com- 
peting product by imposing a tax so high 
as to prohibit importations. In this in- 
stance it has abandoned that mode of pro- 
tection and substituted the method of the 
revenue reformers. While the manufact- 
urer of other products is to be made to pay 
an artificially high price for his ingredients 
and to be compensated by an artificially 
high price for his product, the manufact- 
urer of mixed drinks is to"have free raw 
materials by the removalof the tax on 
liquor. With whisky free and the duty on 
sugar reduced to the point at which the 
Republican Senators would like to put 
it, there is no reason why the annual 
output of our bartenders should not be 
enormously increased. The ‘“‘head-light” 
diamond, which is never seen upon the breast 
of the pauper bartender of Europe, will be- 
come so commen as to be the badge of the 
American barkeeper who is employed in 
establishments in which the customer does 
not ‘‘pay the cashier,” while at the same 
time the price to the consumer will be so re- 
duced that those who have heretofore been 
forced to content themselves with one drink 
will now take two, and the elaborate and 
imposing concoctions, habitual indulgence 
in which has heretofore been reserved for 
prosperous gamblers and gentlemen en- 
gaged in the “ Aldermanic business,” will be 
brought within the reach of those thirsty 
citizens of moderate means who have here- 
tofore been forced to content themselves 
with the slow and unsatisfactory stimula- 
tion of beer. 

The bright prospect thus opened to our 
bartenders and our drunkards by the Re- 
publican Party of the Nation receivesan 
additional burnishing from the Democratic 
Party of the State. Besides the grievous 
tax which Congress has laid upon the raw 
materials of their industry, our liquor deal- 
ers have had to complain of the meddlesome 
interference of the State, which has taxed 
their business directly. There are some 
pestiferous legislators who even propose to 
increase this tax, with the avowed inten- 
tion of making the poor man’s whisky 
dearer, WARNER MILLER is the chosen 
representative of these enemiesofa great 
and growing industry. David B. HILt is 
its special champion. He is not only 
pledged to resist any further imposition 
upon the liauor traffic, but the liquor deal- 
ers justly rely on him for help tostrike from 
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the statute book the shackles that still 
fetter their business, and to make the sale 
of liquors as free from. the control of the 
State as the sale of Bibles, With the Fed- 
eral tax removed from its raw materials 
and the State tax removed frem the sale of 
its product the business of mixing drinks 
sheuld enter upon acareer of unexampled 
prosperity, and its practitioners may yet 
revive the golden age immortalized by Ho- 
GARTH, and announce again in their win- 
dows the glad tidings, ‘‘ Drunk fora penny; 
dead drunk for twopence.” The liquor 
dealer, the bartender, and the drunkard 
are blind to their own interests who do not 
rally to the support of HARRISON and HILL, 





THE NAVAJO DISTURBANCES. 

Although whisky is the immediate source 
of the trouble which has just caused troops 
to be sent to the Navajo reservation, water, 
or rather the lack of it, is the origin of the 
permanent dissatisfaction with which the 
authorities have had to deal. The tribe is 
one of the largest now remaining among 
the aborigines, numbering from 20,000 to 
22,000 souls, and fully one-third of them 
live, not on the reservation, but in the 
country around it. The region is barren 
and unattractive, on the northern confines 
of Arizona and New-Mexico, and, as Com- 
missioner ATKINS has said, ‘‘ would beunin- 
habitable but for the small springs which 
afford the only water to be found there.” 
These few springs are indispensable to the 
care of their sheep and goats and herses, 
of which they have a great number. The 
whites of late years have been drawing 
in toward this region, and of course have 
quite as much need of the springs as the 
Indians, and over these water facilities 
frequent conflicts have arisen. The whites 
naturally insist that the 7,000 or 8,000 
Navajos outside of the reservation shall be 
removed to it, while the Indians plead cus- 
tom and necessity, and ask to be defended 
from the encroachment of the whites. The 
scattered condition of the tribe and the re- 
lations between the nen-reservation part of 
it and the rest make it easier to violate the 
strict rules of the Government against sell- 
ing whisky, and the Navajos lately drove 
off a small body of troops, under a Sergeant, 
which undertook to arrest some liquor 
peddlers, 

The ultimate settlement of the Navajo 
problem must doubtless be the concentra- 
tion of the whole tribe on the reservation. 
But that is not now an easy task. Under a 
treaty made with them in 1868 it was 
agreed that those outside the reserve might 
be compelled to settle within its limits. 
But while the legal right to enforce removal 
is clear the authorities are not agreed as to 
its expediency or justice. The Government 
has for twenty years permitted the portion 
of the Indians now outside the reservation 
to remain there, and has profited by this 
arrangement, since it has not had to supply 
them with rations and clothing. The wan- 
dering character of this tribe is also an ob- 
stacle. ‘‘It would be idle,” says Commis- 
sioner ATKINS in his last annual report, ‘‘ to 
attempt to settle any considerable number 
of the non-reservation Indians upon indi- 
vidual tracts under the homestead laws or 
the more recent general allotment act. 
They are-nomadic in their habits, partly of 
necessity owing to the scarcity of water. 
They cannot keep their flocks in that arid 
region without frequently moving from 
place to place. Neither can it be expected 
that they will ever become an agricultural 
people where they are, for the sufficient rea- 
son that the land is not at all suitable for 
cultivation.” 

But the chief reason for not forcing all 
the Navajos upon the reservation is that, 
although it contains upward of 8,000,000 
acres, yet the land is so poor that, according 
to the Indian Commissioner, it is actually 
incapable of supporting the additional 
flocks and herds which would be brought 
to the reserve. It is ‘“‘mostly rock and 
desert, water is scarce and alkaline, pas- 
turage scanty, and the arable land con- 
sists of scattered tracts of sand and débris 
formed by wash and erosion near springs 
and the watercourses of short-lived spring 
torrents.” The reservation has been en- 
larged from time to time, and the proper 
remedy now might seem to be that of ex- 
tending it still further in order to embrace 
the area occupied by the members of the 
tribe now beyond thelimits. But the Com- 
missioner indicates that the true hope is 
in a system of irrigation which has been 
undertaken on the reserve within the last 
two years. This system is so promising as 
to lead to the belief that before long the 
reservation will be fit to sustain all the 
sheep and goats and the ponies of the 
Navajos, and to give to the Indians who 
may go upon the reservation ranches equiv- 
alent to those they now have outside of it. 
Meanwhile he holds that it would be ‘* un- 
wise, inhuman, and perhaps dangerous to 
the peace of the country” to attempt to 
drive them upon the reserve before the 
water works are reasonably advanced. 

While, therefore, the regulations of the 
Government concerning the sale of whisky 
to the Navajos must be enforced, and while 
the peddlers of it deserve to be severely 
punished, the authorities cannot ignore the 
general causes of irritation and dissatisfac- 
tion which the tribe has had. 








The arrest and holding for trial yesterday 
of an undertaker for violating the sanitary 
code in a case of death from a contagious 
disease is a modern instance of the abuses 
which the Burial Reform Association is try- 
ing to abolish. Everybody knows that 
funerals and burials as they are now con- 
ducted are extravagant, unreasonable, and 
dangerous. Among the industrious poor 
the cost of a funeral is often a burdenunder 
which the family is weighed down for 
months afterward. This burden is assumed 
partly because in the moment of bereave- 
ment people are not disposed to count the 
cost of doing honor to their dead, but 
mainly in deference to a false social 
opinion. In order to effect any real 
reform the new society must extirpate this 
opinion. It may be that in the mere matter 
of burials legislation in the interest of the 
living is needed and will do all that is re- 
quired to be doné, but the common mode 
of celebrating funetals is to be op- 
posed, not on sanitary grounds, but 
because it is wasteful and barbar- 
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legislation, but it is for persuasion, and it 
is to be hoped that the clergy of all denomi- 


nations will unite in discouraging vain and f 


senseless parade among the.memberssof

A unique method of “‘freezing. ont” an 
objectionable stockholder and manager of a 
great corporation has been devised by the 
Directors of a pork-packing establishment 
in Michigan. The epponents of the man 
and his friends who-were to be forced out 
of the concern, having tried in vain to pur- 
chase the stock held by them, met-the other 
day and declared a dividend of 30 per cent. 
on the entire capital stock of $2,100,000, 5 
per cent. to be paid in cash and 25 per cent. 
in notes payable within thirty days. The 
expectation was that, rather than submit 
to the loss which the borrowing of some 
$500,000 to meet these notes would entail, 
the objectionable parties would sell their 
stock and gracefully retire. They did noth- 
ing of the kind, however, but instead 
secured an injunction restraining the Di- 
rectors from paying the dividend or issuing 
the notes on the ground that the actual 
profits of the business did not exceed 5 per 
cent. and that the dividend should be lim- 
ited to that amount. The Michigan court 
will now decide whether this novel “freez- 
ing-out” suheme‘ean be carried to a success- 
ful issue under the laws of the State,

“THE KAFFIR DIAMOND.” 

The pictures exhibited on the stage of 
the Broadway Theatre last evening were beau- 
tiful and unusual. The landscapes revealed 
dense masses of tropical vegetation and the 
tints in the skies were ualike anything we ever 
see in thig partof the world. Theinateriors were 
tasteful, roomy, and inviting, and quite as 
strange te Western eyes as the swamp and 
forest. If these are not accurate pictures 
ef places in South Afriea they certainly real- 
ize the idea of thatregion which may be de- 
rived from reading the descriptions of it in con- 
temporary fiction. In fact, Mr. Henry E. Hoyt, 
who designed and painted these seenes, has 
felicitously expressed in form and cclor 
the romance of life near the big diamond 
mines. The swamp view alone, with its 


misty distances and elusive ignus fatuii, will 
be talked of so much that people will go to the 
Broadway Theatre expressly to see it. In only 
one mpage could the purely pietorial pertion 
of this new entertainment be improved, and 
that is in the management of the lights. It de- 
stroys the illusion of the most perfectly-fash- 
jloned stage picture when the shadow of a 
human being of ordinary height is thrown 
over a vast area of open country or 
obscures fora moment the brightness of the 
skies. The management of shadows on the 
stage seems to be beyond the skill of most 
American stage managers. But this small de- 
fect does not detract from the positive beauty 
of Mr. Hoyt’s work, whick was greatly admired 
by a large assemblage of spectators last even- 


ing. 

fn these spacious rooms and through the 
Swamp and forest and farm land a numper of 
personages moved who were intended to xive 
vital expression to # romance of South African 
life—a romance that involved love and jeal- 
ousy, crime, vengeance, the excitement and 
terror of war, the glamour ef great wealth repre- 
sented in gems of priceless value.

fell. There was a missionary clergyman 
who was also a_ thief and was hanged 


with his boets on, off L. 1 E., just before the 
final tableau, at which time the son of the loud- 
voiced bully already mentioned, came in the 
scene to say that his father had been shet by 
Boers and was dead. Whereupon the bully’s 
wife lovingly clasped the hand of the upright 
Colonel, whose wife she also was by a Scotch 
marriage. 

In fact we aro afraid that Mr. Louis Aldrich 
has made a bad venture with “The Kaftir 
Diamond,” whieh is a noisy and ineoherent 
play, with some striking climaxes, but nothing 
of artistic worth. Mr. Aldrich’s own perform- 
ance of the personage described as “ Shoulders,” 
the fearless denizen of the swamp, was notable 
fer vociferousness.

There was a great deal of noise that sounded 
like honest applause in the theatre last night. 
The curtain was raised many times after every 
climax, and speeches were demandea from Mr. 
Louis Aldrich and Mr. E. J. Swartz, the author 
of the play. 








GEN. HARRISON’S PROGRAMME. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 11.—Gen. Harrison 
has spent the day busily with his letter, which 
was given to the press about 7 o’clock this even- 
ing. It was not put into shape uatil to-day, and 
he has been giving it the final touches and re- 
vision. . It was placed in type this afternoon, 
and he read the revised proofs after 6 9’clock.

The General 
has prepared the letter as rapidly as was possi- 
ble consistently with his other and pressing en- 
gagements, and he would have published it 
without any reference to the appearance of Mr. 
Cleveland’s, aceeptanee. The General will at 
ence devote himself now to other campaign 
work, paying apeeset attention to the details of 
Matters in Indiana.

FLOODS IN THE SOUTH. 





DAMAGE CAUSED BY THE GREAT RISH 
IN THE RIVERS. 

AuGustTA, Ga., Sept. 11.—The worst flood 
known in the history of Augusta is subsiding 
to-night. The river began rising Friday and at 
11 o’clock Saturday reached 28 feet 5 inches, 
At this point 1t began falling, and went down to 
21 feet by Sunday noon. At4 o’clock on San- 
day afternoon a second rise sat ip. This wa 


the most rapid rise ever known in the history 
of the river, the gauge at the bridge show- 
ing arise between 7 P. M. and 1 A. M. Sunday 
night of 5 feet 1 inch, or over 13 inchés an hour. 
After 1 o’clock the rise continued at the rate of 
10 inches an hour, and by Gaylizht hed flooded 
the lower portions of the city, and the people 
were awakened by the water runsing in on 
them. This occurred in many instances befere 
daylight, and the unexpected rise ,combined with 
the darkness, caused a great fear ameng them. 
This, however, was confined to a limited area,; 
embracing the upper eastern portion of the city 
on the river front, the most serious point peing 
@ square of mill operatives’ houses in a particu- 
larly low seetion. Ali the inmates were rescued, 
however, and taken to points of safety. 


Monday night, reaching a maximum of 39 feet 
lineh atl o’clock this morning, whieh is the 
hichest point on record. The whole city, from 
the first level of the canal to the river, was 
completely submerged, the water varying from 
three to fifteen feet in depth. Private resi- 
dences and stores in all parts of the vey were 
flooded, very few first floers escaping water 
damage. The Chronicle Building on Broad- 
street, in one of the highest sections of the city, 
had the first floor flooded. In the press reem 
the employes were up to their knees in water, 
and it was only with great effort that it 
was kept outof the engine room long enouga’ 
to run the presses to get out this morning’s edi- 
tion of the paper. The high water precluded 
the service of boys and one of the editors had to 
wade between the Chronicie office and the West- 
ern Union office in the water breast high to 
receive and send Associated Press dispatches. 
The crops on the lowlands aleng the Savannah: 
River have been utterly destroyed, and the loss 
to planters must be very great. “hore is ranch 
distress in portionsof the city where people 
were compelled to seek refuge in sceond stories 
and were cut off from food supplies by the 
water. The water began receding slowly about 
4 o’clock this morning. 

Bridges and fences are washed away on every 
hand and the canal is injured considerably, two 
breaks in the banks being reported. The foot- 
bridge over the Savannah River from Augusta 
to Hamburg, 8. C., had a large portion of it 
washed away. No trains have arrived er de- 
parted from the city fer abeut 48 hours. Few 
casualties have occurred, and only one or two 
deaths are reported. 


CoLumsia, 8. C., Sept. 11.—Heavy and 
continuous rains for the past 14 days have 
swollen the streams tremendously and great 
damage has been done to crops in the lew 
lands, At this point the Congaree is 34 feet 
above ordinary low-water mark and trains have 
stopped running over the new iron bridge of: 
the Charlotte, Columbia and Augi.sta Railroad. | 
It is the heaviest freshet since 1865 and the 
loss will be great. The wateris now subsiding 
and the weather Is settled.

(THE *“TRIBUNE’S” STORY CONCERNING 
THE ROSSIE IRON COMPANY AND THE 
MILLS BILL PROVED TO BE UNTRUE. 

The National Democratic Committee has 
taken the painsto investigate oneof the most

In its issue of Sept. 2 the Tribune, under the 
head ef “Thrown Out of Work by the Mills 
Bill,” described how C. R. Westbroeek, President 
of the Rossie Iron Company at Keeseville, N. 
Y., a lifelong Democrat, had gone over to the 
Republican side in consequence ef the passage 
of the Mills bill, and had informed his men 
that if Cleveland should be elected his mines, 
mills, and furnaces must shut down, and that 
not another blast should be made un'ess orders 
were received for ore, which was extremely 
doubtful. The Jribune’s article went on to say 
that President Westbrook had been obliged in 


consequence of the stagnation of business to 
cut down wages from $2 25 te $1 25 a day, and 
that the miners were deeply aroused and would 
cast their votes forthe Republican candidates. 

This story was eopied by the Utica Herald and 
other Republican papers, anda great stir was 
made ever it as a signifieant omen of a working- 
man’s stampede from the Democracy and of the 
certain victery of the Republicans in the State. 
The National Democratic Committees, knowing 
that Mr. Westbrook, whe was once ah Assistant 
‘United States District Attorney under Mr.

“Wages for the last 10 years in this section have 
been as foliows: In 1878 and the early part of 
1379, $1 per day; in the Fall of 1879, $1 20; 
in the early part of 1880, $1 50. Then they dropped 
to$] 25. About three years ago they went up to 
$1 5@ per day in consequence of the demand for 
miners at the new mine at Jayville, N. Y. On the 
lst of January, 1888, although the Milis bill was 
not even an infant industry, they were reduced to 
$1 30, and have remained so ever since, the ten- 
dency being upward rather than downward. 

“The reduction on the lst of January, 1888, had 
nothing to do with the President's message, high 
tariff, tariff reform, low tariff, or free trade, It was 
simply bringing wages down to what has been paid 
atiren mills in New-Jersey and Pennsylvania. 

“It is scareely creditable that Mr. Westbrook 
could have made the statement attributed to him 
in the Tribune in view of the fact that the Mills biil 

ive the same protection to ores—namely, 75 cents a 
on—as was given by the tariff of 1885, and in view 
tf the improvement in business since its passage.

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BAD WEATHER FOR FEVER 


TWELVS DEATHS IN THE LAST 
REPORT. 


. NURSES ON THE WAY--KNIGHTS OF 


LABOR APPEAL FOR HELP—CON- 


TRIBUTIONS ARE LIBERAL. 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla., Sept. 11.—The offi- 
cial bulletin that was issued to-night demon- 
strated how unfaverable an effect the weather 
can have upon the plague. The day was dark. 
cloudy, rainy, and most depressing, and in the 
last 24 hours there were 12 deaths. 

It is estimated that there have been 30 per 
cent, more cases than have been reported to 
the Board of Health. Tne order of the board 
that yellow flags be placed only at honses where 
relief is required has caused several physicians 
who heretofore concealed oases to report. Prob- 
ably there have been nearly 900 cases in the 
city.. Three or four hundred are under treat- 
ment now. The discharged are not now report- 
ed except from the hospitals. Liberal contribu- 
tions are eoming in from all parts of the Union. 
The work of relief will probably not be ham- 
pered for lack of funds in the future, 

Two hundred and forty refugees left the city 
to-day fer Hendersonville, N.C. They will be 
quarantined there for 10 days. A large number 
will probably leave for the same place in the 
morning on a free Government train. 

Dr. O. H. Mallett, Eminent Commander of the 
Knights Templar of this city, has concei ved the 
idea of opening acharity hospital under tho 
auspices of his order for the general admission 
of Yellow fever patients. He had the matter 
brought before the Board of Health yesterday, 
and secured the official sanction of that body 


in case he and his associates should decide to do 
so. Later he received a telegram from J. F. 
Thompson of Chicago, one of the leading 
Knights Templar in the United States, asking 
the needs of the order in Jacksonville and offer- 
ing general assistance. Dr. Mallett will at once 
see if proper os can be secured for such 
an hospital. If he 1s successful an appeal will 
at once be made to the Knights Templar through- 
out the country. Thesuburban villaof Mrs. 
Harriet Hubbard Ayer at Riverside has been 
suggested, and may be taken for this purpose if 
it Can be secured. 

Dr. J. L. Posey, United States Marine Hospi- 
tal Servico, assigned to inspect the town of 
McGlenny, arrived here iast night. He wili re- 
port at Camp Perry to-day. Hehas telegraphed 
the result of his investigation to Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Hamilton. It ia understood he found some 
36 cases of fever there in a population of 1,000, 
in the town and vieinity. There have been seven 
deaths. The place is built on a pine level, but 
there are numerous eypress ponds filled with 
sawdust, which was the case at Plant City near 
Tampa, where the fever hibernated. The fever 
is most prevalent in tbis city in sections near 
the saw mills, where sawdust is used for filling 
low ground. 

The Chairman of the Exeesutive Committee of 
the Citizens’ Association went to Camp Perry 
yesterday afternoon to confer with Surgeon- 
General Hamilton. Dr. J. G. Porter also went 
to Camp Perry at the request of the Surgeon- 
General. It is supposed he will be made dis- 
bursing agent of the Marine Hespital Service. 

At a meeting of the State Executive Board of 
the Knights of Labor held in this city te-day it 
was decided to appeal to the order at large for 
aid for the resident members. Nearly all the 
mechanics and laborers here are now unem- 
pleyed, and fully 1,000 persons, members of the 
order and their families, are in needy eircum- 
stances. The es ee was forwarded to the Gen- 
eral Executive Board. All money is requested 
to be forwarded to Thomas J. Mott of Jackson- 
ville, State Master Workman and Chairman of 
the Joint Committee of Relief. 

One hundred more nurses are needed. The 
mortality is still very light where cases are 
promptly and properly treated and-nursed. Sev- 
eral persens have died for want of proper nurs- 
ing, being in charge of field hands, who pro- 
fessed to be nurses. The Board of Health has 
issued a eiroular giving a formula of self-treat- 
ment that will be the occasion of much good.

INTERESTING MEXIOAN NEWS.

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A HOFFMAN HOUSH MYSTERY. 


THE SUICIDE THERE OF A YOUNG ENG- 
LISHMAN, LAWRENCE HERBERT. 

Atan early hour this mornigg the body 
of an Englishman was removed as quietly as 
possible from the Hoffman House by an under- 
taker and taken to his warerooms by order of 
Coroner Messemer. There an autopsy will be 
made to-day to determine the cause of death. 
The fact that he died by his own hand was 
pretty clearly established last night, but 
whether by a pistol shot or by poison could not 
be determined owing to the swollen and decom- 
posed cendition of the body. ; 

Policeman Mead of the Thirteenth-street sta- 
tion was sent to the hetel by Sergt. Lane a little 
after 6 o’clock, and was toid by Clerk Smith 
that a patron, who on Sept. 3 registered as 
“Lawrence Herbert, London, Englard,” had 
been found dead in Room 103. He was last seen 
aliveon Suaday when goingtothe room. Nothing 
was known about his antecedents. The ofticer 
learned that the discevery was made by a 
chawbermaid who found the door of 103 
fastened, the gas inside the room burning, and 
noticed an offensive odor escaping from the 
reom. The porter made an outward in- 
spection and then put a hall boy through 
the transem, The sight scared him, but he 
managed to draw the bolt and turned the key 
in the lock. The body of the stranger was lying 
on the floor at full length ané@ clothed only in 
his underclothes. An English-made revolver, 
with one of the five chambers empty, was dis- 
cevered under the left leg. The face was so badly 
discelored and swollen that it was difficult to 
tell how the man leoked in life. There was ap- 
parently a weund under the right eye, and 
the policeman subsequently reported = at 
the station that the man had commit- 
ted suicide by shooting himself in the 
head. This was the first public report, but later 
the Ceroner declared that he had been unable 
to discover any bullet wound. While he could 
not say that the man had not shot himself, he 
did not consider the presence of the revolver 
with one empty chamber sufficient evidence. 

The policeman examined the dead man’s 
effects, but found nothing in the form of 
letters and only a receipted hotel bill 
and a few pennies. A razor was on the 
mantelpiece, a shaving cup and atrop were on 
the dressing ease anda cup sponge was on the 
floor. The policeman formed the opinion that 
the man stood before the looking glass and shot 
himself. The Coroner, on the other 
hand, found unmistakable evidence that 
the man had _ suffered from physical 
trouble and was well provided with med- 
icines. There were two bottles of arsenite of 
soda 1m the form of pellets, and ene bottle was 
half empty. The Coroner thought that the 
man had swallowed an overdose of the 

ison. On the table was a half filled 
bottle of whisky and a syphon of soda, which 
had been ordered from the hotel bar. The 
Coroner believed the man had been dead at 
least 58 hours before discovery. 

The offielals learned that the Englishman ap- 
parently just past 30 years. He was of medium 
height and build and god looding, beardless, and 
had light hair. He came to the hotel alone, had 
never been there before, and nobody could tell 
arything about his history. He was lively, 
and not only patronized the bar liberally, but 
seemed to take delight in going about the city 
to see the sights. He dressed neatly, but not 
extravagantly, and all his apparel was English. 
Cigars, tobacco, and cigarettes were found in 
the room. ‘ 

A great deal of secrecy about the suicide was 
preserved at the hotel last night, and this atti- 
tude of those connected with it gave the case 
an alr of mystery. 


GEN. HARRISON'S LEITER, 


SOME PRESS OPINIONS THAT ARE NOT 
WHOLLY COMPLIMENTARY. 

Providence Journal.—His excuse for delay 
—that his time has been so much taken up by 
handshaking with delegations—shows a lack of 
sincerity and strength of character, as it was 
neither necessary nor valid. His claim that the 
tariff message of the President and the 
Mills bill are free trade measures, when 
they simply propese reforms advocated in 
Republican platforms and by Republiean lead- 
ers, is unfounded and reduces the national pol- 
iey to a severe counter or political warfare. 
The avoidance of the questien of the taxation 
of intexicating liquors as a prineiple on the 
plea that the contingeucy is remote shows a 
lack of courage. As a whole, the letter is a dis- 
appointment. 

Philadelphia Ledger.—Gen. Harrison’s Ilet- 
ter of acceptance is given in full elsewhers 
and as the deliberate expression of opinion on 
important public questions by the Republican 
candidate for the Presidency ougnt to be read 
by every intelligent voter, together with the 
letter of President Cleveland published on Mon- 
day. Each candidate accepts bis party’s 
platform, each discusses the tariff question as 
the one of prime importance new before the 
voters, and the issue between the candidates, as 
between the parties, is thus fairly joined.

betroit Free Press-The prominence given to 
Blaine hae not entirely disabused Gen, Harri- 
son’s min¢ of the notion that he is running for 
the Presideney, as will be gathered from his 
letter of acceptanes, which we publish this 
morning. It follows so sharply upon the 
heels of President Cleveland’s letter as 
to make the impression unavoidable that the 
latter was waited for. The chief fervor of the 
letter is given, as might naturally be expected, 
to the Chinese question. There can be no doubt 
at all that the candidate means to be under- 
stood as éntirely sound on that questien 
now, whatever may have been the fact in 
the past. In this matter, as in the matter 
of opposition to pauper and contract immigra- 
tion, he has all the zeal of the reeent convert.

ly dodges it by intimating that the ex- 
gency is not likely to arise which will 
compel any resort to the free-whisky alterna- 
tive presented by the platform. In brevity Mr. 
Harrison’s. letter has the advantage over 
President Clevelaud’s. In no other point 
will it bear comparison with that 
able, statesmanlike document. The 
Democracy could ask for nothing better than to 
have the result of the campaign dependent 
upon the estimate which thinking, intelligent 
mon will put upon the two respectively.” 

New-Haven Morning News — Coming finally 
to the issue, Gen. Harrison acknowledges 
the existence ‘of a surplus produced by 
unnecessary taxation. o prevent a re- 
eurrence of that surplus he thinks the 
Republiean plan of a prohkibitory tariff sutficient 
without falling back on the contingency of free 
whisky.

THE LABOR WAR ON STEAM) 
PRESSES. 

A SUBJECT WHICH WILL BE VENTILATED 
BEFORE A SENATE COMMITTEE—THE 
CHINESE BILL STILL PENDING, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.,—In its consider- 
ation of the House bill ta prevent the use of 
steam pressesin the printing of the Govern- 
ment money the Senate Finance Committee is 
likely tolearn the true inwardness of that re- 
markable measure, and that its enactment into 
law would be as unwise asits effect would be 
mischievous. The Senators will discover that 
to do away with the steam presses upon 
which the backs of silver certifieates are printed 
will add enormously to the expenses of printing 
the currency without securing any better work 
if as good, while practically putting the Bureau 
of Engraving and Printing under the contro! of 
the Knights of Labor. Upon the question of 
the superiority of hand-printed notes over 
these printed by steam, the committee 
will have the opinions of some of the 
best-known bankers and business men of New- 

York, which have been obtained for presenta- 

tion to the Senate. Mr. John Jay Knox, for 

instance, who has had practical experience as 

Controller of the Currency and is now President 

of the Bank of the Republic, regards the work 

turned out by the bureau as excellent, 
and does not see that any fault can 
be found with the steam-printed certifi- 
gates. Ex-Controller Cannon, now President 
of the Chase National Bank, is another expert 
who indorses the work of the steam presses, 
whieh, for all practical purposes, he ecensiders 

just as good asthat done by hand. Mr. ©. B. 

Newcombe, banker, of Wall-atreet, Mr. H. V. 

Poor, and Mr. B. F. Cerlies, are others of the 

prominent men whose business makes them ex- 

perts on cnrrency matters who look upon the 
present work of the bureau as the best ever 
turned out by auy Government. The House 

Committee, which reported in favor of the

TIP OF THE CYCLONE, 


IT TOUCHED THIS OITY, 
RAINS AND A HIGH WIND, 

The storm of yesterday was all that this: 
city felt of the long-expected cyslone which has 
been slowly working its way up the coast, The 
day started fair, but the sky soon began to be 
clonded and assume a threatening loek, Rain 
commenced te fall at noon, and the wind, which 
in the morning had been blowing at about 8 
miles an hour, increased rapidly in velocity to 
17, and at 4 o’clock was biowing atthe rate of 
24 miles an bour. The rain kept up a brisk 
scudding drizzle through the early afternoon, 


and about 3:30 held off fora few hours, but be- 
gan again at about 6 o’clock. Umbrellas were 
et raised andthe hurrying crowds were 
soon forced to seek temporary shelter as the 
Train came down in heavy scuds. 

The wind also increased and swept over the 
City Hall Park with aforce that hastened the 
throngs of dripping people hurrying for the 
bridge. But the heaviest rain was in the even- 
ing, andit came down in such turrents that um- 
brellas of whatever s!ze availed the pedestrians 
in the streets but little, as the wind swept it 
along in heavy sheets. The sidewalks ranrivers, 
and many street erossings were rendered almost 
impassable with the large sheets of water, be- 
neath which the’ rails 
were hidden. The total rainfall up to 8 o’clock 
last night registered.36 inches, but the heaviest 
rain came after this. The storm of yesterday 
was oentral just off the Jersey coast, and 
signals were displayed along the coast from 
Sandy Hook, New-York, Block Island, ana Bes- 
tox. From the indications reported last night 
it was thought that the storm centre passed 
near this city about 9 o’clock and continued its 
course seaward, probably following the Gulf 
Stream. Its force was judged sufficient te make 
itself felt in wind and rain at Halifax. If it is 
felt there it will then bend across the ocean and 
either spend itseif in the Atlantie or make itself 
felt at the British Isles. Cautionary northeast 
signals were ordered up here yesterday and 
were still up last night. The area of low 
barometer was aleo around this city, the reading 
here being 29.96, and still falling at 8 o’cloek 
last night. During the latter part of the sven- 
ing the rain stopped, and the indications from 
the surrounding country pointed to clear 
weather. 

Rain was reported yesterday from the South 
Atlantic region, Jaeksonville sending a rainfall 
of 1.10 inches. Clear weather was generally re- 
ported from the West, with the exception of 
local rains in the lake region. Throughout the 
West there was a slight fall in the temperature, 
though warm weather was reported from the 
tar West, Salt Lake City sending a temperature 
of 88°. Low barometers were noticed in the 
West and Northwest.

| ments, of which 6,000,000 had been distributed 
{since Jan. 1. Most of these hed been devoted 
to meeting the arguments of the advocates of 
prohibition, high license, and lecal option. It 
could be said, he stated, that the many false 
arguments put ferth by the Prohibitionists had 
Deen combated with considerable success, al- 
though these falseheods had been uncontra- 
dicted for 20 years, None of the funds of the 
aeseciation, ke said, had been expended in the 
-halis of legislation or in city or town Coun- 


cils; nor had money been used in any 
way to influence legislation. He would 
strongly urge, in view of the _ good 


‘already accomplished that the work of distrib- 
\ uting anti-pronibition literature be continued in 
order that the fallacies of the opponents of the 
trade might be met as openly as possible. The 
great bulk of the liquor trade, he said, was as 
much opposed to drunkenness and crime as the 
Prohibitionists were, and he denied the charge 
that those who were engaged in the trade were 
sremies of morality. Mr. Atherton believed 
that if every question connected with the liquor, 
question could be fully and openly discussed 
the whole matter could be satisfactorily settled, 
as faras conservative people were eoncerned. 
The liquor dealers had been accused ef every 
sort of meanness, and had submitted to it in 
silence. Now they were willing to diseuss the 
entire question and te meet the arguments of 
their opponentsin an open, honest, and manly 
Way. é ;' 

Mr. Atherton’s address was warmly applaud- 
ed. Col. Loeser was then elected Secretary of 
the convention, O, OC, Turner, the regular Secre- 
tary of the asseciation, being too much mene 
with other matters to actin that capacity. 
Messre. McKeogh of Chicago, Hebart of Cincin- 

nati, Miller of Boston, Enright of Chicago, and 
‘Biles of Cincinngti were appointed a Committee 
on Credentials, and Committees on Resolutions, 
Finance, Nominations for Permanent Officers, 
and the Scope of the Work for the Ensuing Year 
were formed by selecting one delegate from 
each of the States represented. The convention 
‘then adjourned until 10 o’clock this morning to 
xive the committees time to prepare their re- 
ports. 

The future sessions will be open to the public, 
and a free discussion, President Atherton says, 
is earnestly desired. To-night the delegates 
will be entertained at a banquet at Delmenico’s 
tendered by the local trade. Col. Loeser wiil 

reside and Mayor Hewitt is expected to at- 

end. Eighty-one Western distilleries are repre- 
‘sented in the cenvention. 

After the adjournment one of the New-York 
delegates said: “I hope the public will not con- 
found us with the so-called rumseliers. The 
convention is composed of delegates who are 
merchants, distillers, and importers. They are 
men who stand high in the esteem of the people 
@mong whom they do business, and they have 
no more sympathy with the proprietors of 
‘cheap grog shops than the Prohibitionists them- 
selves have. We are all temperance men in the 
{true sense of the term, and one of our objects is 
‘to bring about a greater degree of temperance 
‘by elevating the character of the trade in all its 
branches.”

WANT THE EXOHANGE* DISSOLVED. 

Since the organization of the Importers 
and Grocers’ Exchange five years ago the tea 
men and the sugar men have been at variance. 
It is claimed that when the sugar trusts broke 
up the business of the sugar men, they turned 
their attention to tea, and, bulling the market, 


gave the regular tea men a bad squeeze. The 
regulars said they did not like the idea of 
gambling in tea and wanted the Exchange 
merely as a means of assisting them in their 
legitimate business. A majority of the mem- 
bers finally declared themselves in faverof a 
dissolution of the Exchange, on the ground that 
it had ceased from active life, and the Court ef 
Common Pleas was petitioned to allew it to dis- 
solve.

It had been in the cus- 
tody of the Lincoln Safe Deposit Company and 
was taken out on an order granted by Surrogate 
Ransom. It should, however, have been filed at 
White Plains instead of in this county. It was 
executed Dec. 19,1883. All the property was 
left for the benefit ef the first wife, who died 
about two months ago,,and at her death 


was to pe divided between her two chil- 
| drem, Clotilda Catherine Henrietta Au- 
gusta Rullman and Frederick Rullman, Jr. 
At the death of Clotilda her share is to go to the 
children of another daughter, Mrs. Ellen Mil- 
ler. Mrs. Miller is also left all the claims of the 
testator against her husband, James N. Miller. 
She is not to derive any benefit in any other way 
from the estate. The estate is valued at about 
$100,000. Mrs. Miller said last evening that 
she had no thought ef contesting the will, as 
she and her brother and sister were on the most 
friendly terms, and the matter would be settled 
amicably without doubt. 

No provision is made for Rullman’s second 
wife nor for her two children. On his sick bed, 
and only a few days before his death, Rullman 
secretly married Aurelia Matka, his private sec- 
retary, Whom he had brought from Vienna 16 
years ago. Her two boys are 11 and 15 years 
old, respectively. She is entitled, however, to 
her dower. 
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WO FAMILIES FIGHTING. 

Frank Copepinger and his brother Richard 
live with their families in adjoining apartments 
on Monroe-avenue, New-Brighton. The wives 
of the two brothers have never been able to get 
along peacefully together. A short time ago 
Frank’s wife haa’ Richard’s wife arrested and 


bound overto keep the peace. About mid- 
night Monday, after:both families had retired, 
Richard and his wife became involved in a 

uarrel, into which they brought the names of 
Frank and his wife. The noise awoke Frank’s 
family and Frank went over to his brother’s 
rooms to find out what was the matter.

Some time ago a Mrs. Meyers, who lived in 
and owned the house now occupied by the 
brothers, died, leaving the property “and some 
money. Frank’s wife attended her during her 
sickness, and they moved into the house to take 
care of it when Mrs. Meyers died. Later on 
they invited Richard and his wife to occupy the 
house along with them.

ENCOUNTERED THE OYOLONE TWIOE. 

The steamer City of Atlanta, Capt. Han- 
sen, which arrived yesterday from Havana, ex- 
perienced a rough handling from the Gulf 
cyclone, which gave the steamer Alps such a 
shaking up. The City of Atlanta was at Sagua 
Bay Sept. 4 when the hurricane struck that 
place. Capt. Hansen reports that a great 
amount of damage was done in Sagua. The sea 


was so high, and was accompanied by sucha 
tide, that it swept the streets of the town, de- 
stroying buildings and creating the greatest 
alarm. <A large number of big and little vessels 
were washed ashore, among them the bark 
Nora Wiggins, which will prebably become a 
total less. “The brig C. A. Parkes sank along- 
side her dock. Upto the afternoon of Sept. 5 
32 bodies of those who had been drowned or 
caught beneath falling houses were feund. 

When off the coast ef Florida, Sept. 7, the cy- 
clone again struck the City of Atlanta, although 
itis probable that only the edge of the storm 
was felt. The wind blew very hard from the 
east-southeast and the ship took abeard several 
heavy seas, which did no serious damage. The 
steamer was hove to for six hours, during which 
the gale raged continuously. Since that time 
continual stormy weather was experienced all 
the way to New-York. 








THREATENED SHORT TOBACCO OROP. 

The cigar leaf tobacco crops in Connecti- 
eut and this ‘State were seriously damaged by 
the trost of the night of Sept. 6. The damage 
done is very serious, inasmuch as the Sumatra 
crop is a failure, and only about half the usual 
amount has been imported this year. Accord- 
ing te the reports in circulation among the to- 
bacco men in this city, about a third of the crop 
is nearly if not completely destroyed. The 
crop was a very fine one, and the farmers had 
about two-thirds of itim when the frest came 
with destructive results to the one-third still 
remaining in the field. In the-Housatonic Val- 
ley in Connecticut the damage was complete, 
and in the Connecticut Valley 1t was very bad. 

Reports from the tobacco-growing district 
near Elmira and Syracise say that great dam- 
age has been done, and that the farmers are 
badly scared. Tha erop in Massachusetts is also 
damaged. As yet there has been no material 
advance in the prices for the crop of 1887, and 
there is not apt to be anything inthe way of a 
startling rise in consequence of the damage, as 
the tobacco market is peculiarly slow to respond 
to reports that would create decided boome in 
the prices of almost any other commodity.

Whe Hon-Hork 
IN FAVOR OF BURIAL REFORM. 
a 
CONFERENCE WITH THE REPRESENTA- 
TIVE OF THE ENGLISH SOCIETY. 

The Rev. William R. Huntington, Rector 
of Grace Church, presided at. a cenference in 
Grace Chapel, East Fourteenth-street, yester- 
day afternoon, in the interest ef the Church of 
England Burial, Funeral, and Mourning Reform 
Association, of which there 1s a local branch 
having the active support of the Rev. Dr. De- 
costa and William S. Boardman, The Rev. 
Frederick Lawrence, Secretary of the parent 
association, who came to this country to ad- 
vance the objects of the society, explained that 
it was animated by three leading thoughts. 
The Christian life which begins on this earth is 
apn onward progress, with no disruption, death 
being. as the Bishop of Lincoln has said, ‘* not 


an end, but an event in life, a new start 
with an extended knowledge and a purer loye;” 
and therefere a Christian funeral should show 
forth the Christian principles of faith and ogy 
The essential part of man is not the perishable 
body, but the imperishable soul. Tue mortal 
remains do not constitute the true personality 
of the departed one. There is a standard of ap- 
peal which embodies these thoughts—the 
Order for the Burial of the Dead, in the Church 
of England Beok of Common Prayer. This serv- 
ice, which is intended for the burial of the body 
of a Christian by Christians, is used by Engiisb- 
speaking people all over the world. 

It sums up and emphasizes the teachings of 
the Holy Scriptures, respecting life and death. 
A Christian burial is, therefore, no fitting oc- 
casion for an extravagant display of symbols, 
suggestive only of death and despair. To illus- 
trate the point that the coffin should be made of 
some perishable material, Secretary Lawrence 
exhibited a niiniature casket of pulp as a speci- 
men of whatis being made in England. The 
coftin, he said, isthe immediate proximate cause 
of all the evils which itis the object of the as- 
sociation to remove, Early interment in perish- 
able eoftins would have a sanitary as well as an 
economical effect. Until the time of Charles II. 
coffins were almost unknown. Bodies were laid 
on planks, with a turf at the head and foot, and 
thus buried. 

The Rev. Reginald H. Starr, Assistant Recter 
of St. Thomas’s Church; Father Allen of the 
Holy Cross Mission, the Rev. Edward Kenney 
of the Church of the Nativity, Mr. Henry Brad- 
ley ef Oxford, England, and the Chairman ex- 
pressed sympathy for the society and offered it 
cordial support. The sentiment ofthe meeting 
was embodied in the form of a resolution, which 
was adopted. The Rev. Mr. Lawrence started 
last evening for Montreal, where he has engaged 
passage for home. é

COUNTERFEITERS 
PASSING BOGUS SILVER COINS. 

Besides the ever active members of an 
Italian counterfeit junta, whese operations are 
perlodically detected by the Secret Service 
agents of the Government, there is now at work 
in this and adjacent cities an English-speaking 
band whese members are every day passing 
upon small shop keepers andin busy barreoms 
spurious silver dollars, haives, and quarters. 
Reports to this effect have lately been received 
by Agent Brooks of the Civil Service Bureau. 
In this city their swindles have been confined to 


victims on the east side, but in Brooklyn and 
Jersey City they have distributed their counter- 
feit money indiscriminately. The most recent 
complaintis that of Mr. Snyder, proprietor of 
Teutonia Hall, 158 and 160 Third-avenue. Upon 
counting the receipts of Monday’s business in 
that place four counterfeit silver dollars were 
found among a mass of genuine coins. 

hey had been received during a rush of 
trade. The bartenders are of opinion that the 
counterfeits were presented by men wearing 
badges of the Order of Feresters, but Agent 
Brooks is certain that the culprits will not be 
found among members of that organization. He 
is of the opinion that the ceunterfeiters man- 
aged te get possession of Foresters’ badges, 
hoping in that way to divert suspicion. These 
bogus dollars are of a make similar to the 
spurious quarters and halves which have re- 
cently been passed, and the authorities believe 
that allthree denominations ure being circu- 
lated by the same gang. 

Investigation has already been set on foot. 
Further than that the guilty persons are Eug- 
lish-speaking the Secret ervice officials 
decline to make any statement as to their sus- 
pected identity. They are confident, however, 
that certain members of the gang will soon be 
placed under arrest.

THB DARK SHORET AND HEE 


OAPTAIN HOME AGAIN. 


CONTRARY WINDS, UNFORTUNATE ACCI-: 


DENTS, AND A BIG SEA SERPENT 
CAUSE CAPT. ANDREWs’s FAILURE, 
Early yesterday morning the Norwegian 
bark Nor dropped anchor off Stapleton, Staten 
Island, after a two months’ voyage from Aar- 
hus, Denmark, and Capt. William A. Andrews, 
the foolhardy skipper who set out to cross the 
Atlantie on June 18 last in a little dory called 
the Dark Secret, came ashore and up to the city. 
He was pickedupin about midocean on Sun- 
day, Aug. 19, by Capt. Bjonness in latitude 46° 
and west longitude 39° 50’ 1n rather an exhaust- 
ed condition; but the last month’s good living 
on board the bark had recuperatea him, and he 
looked as healthy as could be yesterday. His 
boat he left on board the bark until he returns 
to claim it. He started for Boston last night, en 
route to Cambridgeport, to see his people, and 
expects after a time tp have his dory one of the 
leading features in the play of that name. 

He met with very little really bad weather on 
his two months’ trip, but was delayed greatly 
by contrary winds and hampered by any num- 
ber of minor accidents. His alcehol stove was 
filled with water and ruined when he was but a 
short way ent, and he was unable to heat any- 
thing the remainder of the voyage. The drag 


that he threw overboard while he slept, to keep 
his boat head on to the seas, broke loose in a 
gale and a small anchor that he used for a sub- 
stitue followed its example, so that for over a 
month he got little or no rest, being afraid rg x 

t- 
tie machine that he took along te throw oil over 
the bow and take the edge off the oncom- 
ing waves broke on its first trial, and it 
was only the greatest of good fortune 
that prevented his boat being swamped by the 
massive rollers that broke over him on several 
occasions. Capt. Bjonness said that when he 
first sighted the dingy little sail of the dory he 
thought it a beat from some wreck, and hove to 
to wait for itto come up. When he found out 
whoits navigator was he invited him to dinner, 
which was just ready. Andrews went on board 
with, as Capt. Bjonness graphically expressed 
it, the waistband of his trousers seven inches 
too wide for him, and would have fallen to the 
deck had not one of the sailors supported him. 

His cheeks were sunken, his hair and beard 
long and matted, his hands roughened like 
graters with the salt water, his oilskins ragged 
and tern, and two big holesin the sides of his 
sea boets, made by continually rubbing against 
the thwarts. He first spoke as if he intended te 
go on with his trip, but the bounteous warm din- 
ner changed his mind and se nicely filled up the 
seven-inch hiatus that he beeame the bark’s 
passenger without mueh ado. The Dark Secret 
was hoisted on board and its bottom was found 
to be completely cevered with barnacies and 
sea grass. It lay yesterday athwartships on the 
poop deek, with its spars ip the lopg boat. Itis 
more of a whaleboat than a dory, with a 
6-inch keel projecting from the garboard strake 
and an iron shoe attached to that. It is about 
15 feet long, 5 feet wide, and 215 feet deep, and 
almost entirely decked over. It seemed little 
damaged by the knocking about it had received, 
Capt. Andrews gave as his reasons fer stopping 
when but haif way through his voyage that he 
was short of water and pork.and worn out from 
want of sleep, but one of the crew of the 
“Nor,” a stalwart blonde-bearded,blue-eyed Nor- 
wegian, named Jans Carlsen, told a rather 
different story. 

“Cjaptain Andjrews,” said he, “e¢jame will- 
ingjly on) boarjd, because hej wasj frightjened 
byj the seaj serpjent.”” The rest of his tale, with 
the redundancy of Norwegian orthography 
eliminated, is to this effect: ‘Capt. Andrews 
told me that at 10 o’cloek in the morning of 
Wednesday, Aug. 15, four days before we sight- 
ed him, as he was in !latitude 45° 10’ and west 
longitude 41° 20’, merely drifting along, he saw 
less than a hundred yards to leeward the head 
and neck ef an enormeus brown sea serpent, 
projected at an angle of 10 degrees above the 
water and going atthe rate of three knots an 
hour. The sea was perfectly smooth, and 
through it the monster swished, leaving a long 
wake of tumbling foam behind. The portion of 
him visible was about six feet, but it was impos- 
sible to estimate his entire length. The snake 
kept his eyes straight ahead of him and the 
little boat andits trembling occupant: escaped 
his notice, but the 15 minutes during whieh his 
snakeship kept in sight were by long odds the 
worst in Capt. Andrews’s experience, and he 
made up his mind that come what would he 
would board the next vessel he met, and he ac- 
cordingly came back with us.”

St. Paut, Minn., Sept. 11.—Railroad Com- 
missioner Becker says that information has 
been received from Chief Grain Inspector James 
of this city and his deputies, Clauson of Minne- 
apolis and Shelly ef Duluth, to the effeet that 
they see ne reason for changing the grade of 
wheat. The same reportis expected from the 
Seeretaries of the Board of Trade of Duluth and 


the Chamber of Commerce at Minneapulis. 
Commissioner Becker expressed himself quite 
foreibly concerning the report that the grade of 
No. 1 wheat waste bo changed. The thing was 
not thought of for a mement, and even if such a 
change were contemplated if would not be 
sprung on the public suddenly. Notice weuld 
be given of the proposed change, if any were 
contemplated, and everybedy would have a 
chance to consider the matter before the new 
order went into effect. Neither the Commis- 
sioners ner their associates in this matter were 
engaged in any underhand work, as recent re- 
perts would lead people to believe; but, on the 
contrary. every act of theirs was open to the 
mest searching investigation.
